REVENUE have recently been 


mulcted in heavy penalties by the In- 
ternal Revenue Department for viola- 
tions of its regulations. They have 
been mixing whiskey and water, or 
alcohol, sugar and water, without hav- 
ing first obtained a license to do so, 
for which Uncle Sam demands one 
hundred dollars a year. The penalty 
for violating this regulation is fifty 
dollars, and the government compels 


any one found guilty of breaking its © 
rules in this regard to pay $15, 1. e., — 


to take out a “rectifier’s’ license and 
pay the $50 penalty besides. Inquiring 
of one of the unfortunate sufferers who 
had innocently. transgressed, elicited 
the reply given below. The injustice 
of the thing in the case of the writer is 


manifest, but the revenue laws are 
necessarily very strict, and the enforce- 
ment of them by the officials is arbi- 
trary in the extreme. There is abso- 
lutely no redress, except to sue for an 
annulment of the penalty, which would 
cost ten times the amount involved, 
and the outcome of such a suit would 
be uncertain. The presumption is 
always in favor of the government, for 
every citizen is supposed to know all 
the laws of the country, and these 
treasury regulations are practically the 
law. 


According to the strict letter of the law 
as I understand it, the retail liquor dealers’ 
license, such as druggists ordinarily carry, 
does not entitle them to add anything what- 
ever to spirituous liquors, except distilled 
water, and then not in the original ‘con- 
tainer bearing the government stamp.

DRUGGISTS AND Several drug 
THE INTERNAL frms in California 


REVENUE have recently been 


mulcted in heavy penalties by the In- 
ternal Revenue Department for viola- 
tions of its regulations. They have 
been mixing whiskey and water, or 
alcohol, sugar and water, without hav- 
ing first obtained a license to do so, 
for which Uncle Sam demands one 
hundred dollars a year. The penalty 
for violating this regulation is fifty 
dollars, and the government compels 


any one found guilty of breaking its © 
rules in this regard to pay $150, 1. e., — 


to take out a “rectifier’s’”’ license and 
pay the $50 penalty besides. Inquiring 
of one of the unfortunate sufferers who 
had innocently. transgressed, elicited 
the reply given below. The injustice 
of the thing in the case of the writer is 


manifest, but the revenue laws are 
necessarily very strict, and the enforce- ~ 
ment of them by the officials is arbi- 
trary in the extreme. ‘There is abso- 
lutely no redress, except to sue for an 
annulment of the penalty, which would 
cost ten times the amount involved, 
and the outcome of such a suit would 
be uncertain. The presumption is 
always in favor of the government, for 
every citizen is supposed to know all 
the laws of the country, and these 
treasury regulations are practically the 
law. 


According to the strict letter of the law 
as I understand it, the retail liquor dealers’ 
license, such as druggists ordinarily carry, 
does not entitle them to add anything what- 
ever to spirituous liquors, except distilled 
water, and then not in the original ‘con- 
tainer bearing the government stamp. 

For the convenience of bartenders, who 
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are obliged to meet increased business at 
rush hours, for instance, after the theatre, 
and found’ it inconvenient to mix up each 
separate cocktail called for, a ruling has 
been made as follows (in substance): 

A mixture may be made up which in- 
volves rectifying without carrying a rec- 
tifier’s license, providing the quantity does 
not amount to five gallons, and providing 
the mixture is kept in one container. 

Under this ruling druggists are privileged 
to make up such preparations as Rock and 
Rye, for instance, in advance of the de- 
mand, but they must not have more than 
one container on the premises at a time, 
and that must be of less than five gallons. 

We had been in the habit of making up 
Rock and Rye in less than five gallon quan- 
tities, and then putting it up in small bottles, 


convenient for handing out on demand. The . 


aggregate amount, which we had on hand 
at the time the inspector investigated the 
matter was less than five gallons, but as it 


was in several separate containers, we were © 


held to have violated the law. 

We were advised that the minimum pen- 
alty would be-fifty per cent of the cost oi 
a rectifier’s license, and that on top of this 
we would be at once obliged to take out a 
rectifier’s license. We did this, though we 
had absolutely no use for a rectifier’s li- 
cense, and the total expense to us by reason 
of the violation was $150.00; $100.00 for the 
license and $50.00 for the penalty. 

Druggists who do any_ considerable 
amount of rectifying can do it at a very 


small expense by taking out a license for. 


the-month of June at about one-twelfth the 
cost of a year’s license, and do enough rec- 
tifying to last them until the next June.

WHERE THE 
FAULT LIES 


Sometimes there is 
a failure to secure a 
conviction when there 
has been a clear violation of the law. 
This occurs with Board of Pharmacy 
prosecutions as with all other misde- 
meanors. Kecently an unregistered 
person was arrested for selling pare- 


goric, and, while there was no denial - 


that the law had been violated, a jury 
acquitted him because he sold the 
medicine to relieve pain. It would be 
just as consistent to acquit a hobo of 
violating the law regulating the prac- 
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tice of medicine if he set up the plea 
that he had administered chloroform or 
morphine to relieve pain. The law 
recognizes that there is a certain de- 
gree of danger to the lives and health 
of the public in the practice of medi- 
cine and the selling of drugs, and there- 
fore regulates the manner of doing 
these things, and the wisdom of such 
regulation has been abundantly proved 
by the greater knowledge and skill now 
demanded by the law of those who 
practice these callings. When, there- 
fore, juries refuse to convict confessed 
violators of the law, it shows that they 
either have not enough intelligence to 
understand the purpose and effect of 
the law, or knowingly stand by and de- 
fend lawlessness. 
In like manner, justices sometimes 
reuse to issue a warrant for the arrest 
of persons whose violation of the phar- 
macy law is well known in the com- 
munity. ‘The violator is a neighbor, or 
a friend, or a member of the same lodge 
or political club, and so the justice 
(heaven save the mark!) refuses to is- 
sue a warrant so that the alleged vio- 
lator of the law may have a chance to 
prove his innocence in open court. 
Alas, that public sentiment should 
be so corrupt! 


CAN STORE The town of Selma 
LIQUORS in this State is in a 
prohibition district, under the local 
option law. Selma has a municipal 
ordinance prohibiting the sale of 
liquors except where the same may be 
used in private residences or required 
for “medicinal, mechanical or scientific”’ 
purposes. A druggist who had stored 
liquors in his place of business was 
fined for storing same, these fines 
amounting to $3,360. 

He took the case into court, and 
entered a demurrer to the charge. The 
district court of appeal decided in his 
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favor, holding that a druggist or phar- 
macist engaged legitimately in that 
business has the right to have, keep, 
possess and store certain liquors men- 
tioned in the ordinance as part of the 
necessary “drugs” or stock in trade of 
his business, to be sold by him, subject 
to conditions, limitations and restric- 
tions provided by ordinance for me- 
dicinal purposes. 


WHAT In a discussion over a 
DID IT? new prohibitory liquor ordi- 
nance at Long Beach, Cal., a council- 
man cited the case of a man who went 
to a physician to get a prescription that 
would take away the after effects of a 
spree. [The prescription given him, 
consisting of whiskey and quinine, 
“made him blind for a week.” We 
wonder what kind of whiskey that was, 
or what kind of a doctor. Was not the 
physician “misbranded” ? 


DRUGGISTS’ The City Council of 
LICENSE San Jose have levied 
taxes on business firms, 

druggists among them, requiring them 
to pay a license in proportion to the 
volume of their business. ‘The rates 
are: 3 

For a firm whose monthly sales are 
$500, $5.00 per quarter. 

For a firm whose monthly sales are 
$1,200, $7.50 per quarter. 

For a firm whose monthly sales are 
$2,000, $10.00 per quarter. 

Other lines of business are taxed in 
like manner.

of Reno is likely to have in the near

THE ART OF MAKING AND SELLING 
PROFITABLE TOILET ARTICLES* 
By Dan W. Irvine, Ph. G. (Col. C. P.) 


Introduction 


In presenting this paper I have 
aimed to give a few practical hints in 
the making and selling of a line of 
toilet specialties which are in every- 
day demand and can be made by the 
pharmacist without an elaborate ex- 
penditure of time and money, and at 
the same time give him practice along 
the lines of his true calling. A great 
many druggists of today are merely 
distributors for the various patent 
medicine and manufacturing houses, 


who are satisfied from day to day to 


hand out some advertised proprie- 
tary article, simply because it is less 
an effort for him. It is in every one’s 
make-up to a greater or less extent to 
trend to the least resistance; but every 


enterprise that has been successful has’ 


been the result of intelligent work. 
Some of the most salable toilet 

remedies that can conveniently be 

made by the pharmacist might be men- 


—tioned—cold creams, massage creams, 


toilet creams, shave lotions, hair tonics, 
hair shampoos, talcum powder, foot 
powder, tooth powder and wash, toilet 
waters, perfumes (special odors) and 
numerous other salable articles. 

The sale of an At cold cream 1s 
edood the year round, and one that can 
be made cheaper by modifying the 
official unguentum aquz rosz and yet 
contain all its merits is made by re- 


placing a per cent*of the white wax. 


with paraffin of a low melting point 
and the almond oil with light petro- 
leum oil, which is a bland and per- 
fectly neutral oil and gives splendid

satisfaction. ‘he best results are ob- 
tained by melting the wax, spermaceti 
and paraffin in one receptacle and the 
light oil in another, care being taken 
not to overheat, pouring the two hot 
solutions together. Heat the _ rose 
water in which the borax has been dis- 
solved and mix all together, whipping 
or beating the cream (an ordinary 
wire beater is very satisfactory) until 
the cream begins to set. Made in this 
manner, you can always get a perfect 
emulsion and one that will not sep- 
arate. An addition of ten per cent of 
wax in the summer months will always 
keep it firm. Various white pigments 
have been used, such as zinc oxide, 
bismuth sub-nitrate and zinc peroxide. 
The zinc peroxide may have special 
point in its favor; however, it is more 
expensive and the mon-oxide answers 
all requirements necessary. Can be 
put up in your regular 2 and 4 oz. 
stock ointment jars, with a neat label, 
retailing for 25 and 50 cents, 2-o0z. jars 
costing 75-80 cents dozen, 4-o0z. $1.10. 

The so-called “greaseless” cold 
creams have gained some favor with 
the public, and are merely a sodium 
stearate, made by melting stearic acid, 
or better, stearin, and pouring a hot 


solution of sodium bicarbonate into the 


melted stearin, beating or whipping 
until all the carbon dioxide escapes, 
then adding witch hazel, rose water or 
other aqueous solution- to increase 
bulk, and, lastly, the perfume. How- 


“ever, creams made in this manner are 


light and fluffy and do not hold their 
bulk and have a tendency to evaporate. 
This can be overcome by using a heavy 
mucilage of tragacanth, or better, a 
mucilage of chondrus. 

In making hand, face and shave 
creams, a very satisfactory preparation 
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can be obtained by first making a 
heavy mucilage of chondrus as a base 
and adding to this Q. S. rose water or 
witch hazel, 10 to 15% glycerine— 
5-6% alcohol, and perfuming to suit. 
The chondrus mucilage is superior to 
tragacanth and flaxseed and others by 
not being precipitated by alcohol, and 
‘can with a little care always be made 
uniform. A pure white opaque cream 
can be made by the addition of tincture 
of benzoin (which in itself is a very 
valuable addition to any cream lotion). 
The best results are attained by pour- 
ing the tincture in portions to the 
aqueous solution employed until it 
forms a white emulsion and adding 
this to your mucilage. An elegant face 
and shave lotion, and one that will 
gain favor with the men as well as the 
women, can easily be made from the 
above by mixing together equal parts 
of the above cream lotion and either a 
violet or lilac toilet water. It leaves a 
sense of freshness to the skin, and 
can be put up in a neat 4-oz. package, 
retailing for 25 cents. Hair tonics and 
shampoos always sell. In making hair 
tonics the principal points to be ob- 
served are an attractive, clear color 
(red seeming to have the most favor), 
and a catchy odor and one that will 
leave a clean sensation to the scalp 
when applied. A resorcin tonic is in 
eood favor and should be made slightly 
acid. Acetic acid added to slight 
acidity keeps the solution of resorcin 
permanent and in coloring with Tr. 
Cudbear, gives a rich, beautiful red 
that will not stain. Avoid the use of 
coal tar colors as much as possible, as 
they all stain after the continued use 
of a preparation containing them. A 
good hair shampoo will always sell 
and repeat if made properly. Make up 
a heavy tincture of sapo mollis, by 
using more of the soap and less alcohol 
than the regular tincture. Weigh out 
the green soap into a _ graniteware 


kettle and add enough borax water so 
that when heated from 15-20 minutes 
a thick liquid results. To the alcohol 
add the resorcin and perfume. Re- 
move the soap solution from the fire 
and mix all together. A clear, per- 
manent solution is always the result 
if made in this manner. The odor of 


the green soap is the principal feature ° 


to overcome, and is accomplished by. 
using a combination of oils of Pinus 
sylvestris, spearmint and_ lavender, 
giving the shampoo a clean, antiseptic, 
refreshing odor. The same style bottle 
can be used for your hair tonic, sham- 
poo and toilet waters. The regular 
8-oz. round toilet with a glass shell 
stop and a neat label makes a very 
presentable package. The object of 
using the same style bottle for a num- 
ber of different preparations is, first, 


economy, by not having to buy so. 


many styles for every individual pack- 
age; second, uniformity. You can put 
up all your 25 cent and 50 cent prepara- 
tions in a neat 4-oz. bottle and all your 
50 cent to $1.00 preparations in an 8-oz. 
bottle. 

A new field in the art of mak- 
ing toilet preparations has been opened 


up in the use of the peroxides, sodium, 


calcium and zinc being the principal 
ones employed along this line. ‘They 
possess many qualities in making up 
your own antiseptic talcum, tooth, foot 
and face powders, also in skin bleaches 
and creams, by first being non-toxic, 
non-irritating, antiseptic and efficient 
oxydizers and bleaching agents. A 
good scheme to have. uniformity in 
making up your antiseptic talcum, 
foot powder, tooth powder and liquid 
is to make up a combination of anti- 
septics, using equal parts of menthol, 
thymol, eucalyptal and the oils of 
caultheria, peppermint and cussia and 
combining a definite amount of this 
solution with your base, together with 
5 or 10% of the most suitable peroxide, 
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calciiim or zinc, properly sifting and 
mixing in order to insure a uniform 
mixture. We have a sifting and mix- 
ing machine with transferable sieves 
that is very convenient and practical; 


~ however, there is a small fiour sieve 


that is in every-day use that can be 
employed for small quantities of ma- 


terial to good advantage. A pertect 


product from every standpoint can be 
made after the sifting and mixing pro- 
cess by passing the powder through 
silk belting cloth which can be pro- 
cured from any dry goods house. All 
you need is a small piece tacked on to 
a square frame. 

The secret in making perfumes and 
toilet waters is the fixing agent, 1. e., 
bodies which intensify and hold the 
principal odors in any combination. 
The perfume industry has been prac- 
tically revolutionized in the past. de- 
cade; all the older heavy fixing agents, 
such as musk, civet and ambergris, 
have been replaced to:a great extent 
by the more light, balsamic resins, 
benzoin, styrax, tolu, and the natural 
oils are being replaced by synthetic 
products, which closely resemble the 
true oils and when properly blended 
give good results. However, their use 
is to be avoided in perfuming cold 
creams and face lotions, for they are 
more or less pungent and in slight ex- 
cess irritate the skin. We have ob- 
tained splendid results from what little 
experience we have had along this line 
by making up what is called our fixing 
solution. Toa gallon of cologne spirits 
add 4 drachms spirit of nitrous ether, 
10 grains vanillin, 5 grains coumarin, 4 
ozs. tincture benzoin, 8 ozs. glycerine. 
Let stand and blend. ‘This fixing agent 
can be used as a base and diluent for 
almost any toilet water or perfume 
odor. ‘The principle involved is to 
have the predominating synthetic or 
oil always a little in excess. All of the 
essential oil importers carry a line of 
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the synthetics, and we have found that 
the De Lairs specialties have always 
given good results. One can purchase 
in I-oz. packages, so that your outlay 
is not big, and with a little care in their 
use will surprise you in the results ob- 
tained. With a little original experi- 
menting in blending, you can develop 
new catchy odors. Have your printer- 
cut up blotting paper (in colors) the 
size to fit a small envelope, put a few — 
drops of the new odor on the blotting 
paper and enclose in envelope. See 


that every lady customer that comes 


in gets one, with a little explanation as 
to its merits. We have found from 
practical experience that this method 
has increased our sales materially. It 
is important to make your own prepa- 
rations well, and it is also essential to 
see that they are sold. 

Use your windows to the best ad- 
vantage and do not let some patent 
medicine house keep them. filled up 
with a lot of dummy cartons, signs, 
etc., just because their salesman tells 
you to, and it is easier to put this plun- 
der in them. Your windows are an index 
to the general character of your store, 
and should always be clean, and, with 
a neat display of your own prepara- 
tions, looks better and nets you a larger 
profit than a lot of dummies stacked in 
them in a mechanical way. Only push 
one article at a time, and have plenty 
of samples put up of the article you 
are driving, with a neat, readable card 
in the window stating that you will 
give a free sample to every one com- 
ing in. Color schemes, either with 
crepe paper or artificial flowers made 
to harmonize with your package, are 
attractive and effective. Store sam- 
pling is a splendid economical way of 
advertising. When a customer calls 
for any of the advertised articles always 
give it to him without any delay, 
but at the same time have a sample of 
your own preparation to give him, 
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and casually draw his attention to its 
principal merits in comparison. with 
the article he has just purchased. 
In a great many cases they will accept 
your own preparation, and, if they do 
not at the time, after using the sample 
will call for it when purchasing again. 

Keep tab on your sales and give your 
clerks a ten per cent commission on 
your own goods, for you can well 
afford to do this and at the same time 
make a much larger profit than selling 
the advertised articles. Never let the 
expression “just as good” be used in 
selling your own preparations; use tact 
and judgment, always holding up their 
merits. You have often heard the ex- 
pression, “Well, if it was made in New 
York or Chicago it would sell.” Just 
explode this idea and use the intelli- 
gvence and originality that the Almighty 
has endowed you with, ever remember- 
ing that all gray matter is not manu- 
factured in the East. 


Of the different advertising methods 


the newspapers are expensive, and, un- 
less you are located in the heart of some 
city and have plenty of capital, you had 
better cut them out. Newspaper ads. 
have to be run a long time and con- 
tinually kept up to get results, while 
on the other hand you can have a 
neatly gotten up circular, enclosed in 
an envelope, bearing on the direct 
merits of your preparations, and in 
circulating them, if you do not care to 
go to the expense of getting up a mail- 
ing list, hire some reliable person, 
or better, have some one directly inter- 
ested, distribute them in your neigh- 
borhood, giving same directly to the 
people. ‘Throwing them in yards or 
on door steps is a willful waste and not 
25% will ever be read, and again, 
throwing them around cheapens their 
purpose. Avoid the use of programs 
unless you want to donate to the 
cause of the other fellow. In regard 
to agents there is a lot of judgment to 


be used. There is not one in ten that | 


will do justice to your line. In the 
selection of an agent, if you can pro- 
cure the services,of a neat appearing, 
honest woman that has to earn her own 
living, she is just the one you want. 
School her in talking the merits and 
quality of your goods, and give her a 
liberal percentage. Instruct her to 
leave your circular after she leaves the 
house. Indirectly an agent of this char- 
acter introduces your goods and at the 
same time you get future results from 
her work. Since the cut-rate evil has 
now reached our own State, it is all the 
more reason we should fortify our- 
selves by stimulating a sale of our own 
preparations, and not be content to 
stand back of the counter and hand out 
some advertised article for what it 
costs, and depend largely to make up 


your profit from your liquor sales. Is, 


it not far better, both from a moral and 
financial standpoint, to be making the 
largest per cent of your profits from 
the result of your own skill and labor? 
Of course, there are hundreds of prepa- 
rations we cannot make to advantage, 
and, again, there are dozens that we 
can that we are not, that would ma- 
terially help on business and make it 


more profitable. Salesmen will tell you 


that they make so and so on a large 
scale and that it will not pay you to 
make it. In such cases just take time 
to figure it out for your own satisfac- 
tion. Let us not get into a rut and 
become mere merchants, but try and 
practice our profession in its fullest 
extent as near as possible and forever 
“keep on keeping on.” 


NOTES AND SUGGESTIONS ON THE 
OFFICIAL CERATES AND 
OINTMENTS* 

By J. M. Good, Professor of Pharmacy, 
St. Louis College of Pharmacy. 


Except in one or two cases nothing 
radical by way of changes in the for- 
mulas for ointments is intended. For 
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the most part they seem to give quite 
general satisfaction. Suggestions in 
manipulations seem to me to be in 
order: 

Cerate 

Simple cerate might be prepared by 
the substitution of paraffin for white 
wax. 

Paraffin, more readily than wax, will 
form a smooth mixture with white 
petrolatum, and the product is not 
quite so likely to become rancid in a 
short time. 

Rosin Cerate 

In preparing this cerate, after melt- 
ing the ingredients together the in- 
structions are to allow the mixture “to 
congeal with occasional stirring.” | 

My observation is that the product 
is more likely to be smooth if allowed 
to cool, undisturbed. 


Petrolatum 


During the summer months the 
druggist may find it.necessary to raise. 
the melting point of petrolatum. ‘This 
is readily done by the addition of a 
small amount of hard paraffin. Before 
they were refined these substances 
were associated in one intimate mix- 
ture. In bringing them together again 
each comes to its own. Melt them to- 
gether by the employment of a mod- 
erate heat, strain if necessary, and 
allow the mixture to cool without stir- 
ring. 

Agitation produces’ a_ granular 
product. 

Chrysarobin Ointment 


The instruction to strain this oint- 
ment is indefensible, whatever way 
you look at it. It is a concession to 
the indolent and careless manipulator 


and removes from the product its only 


medicinal constituent. No ointment 
should ever be strained; it should 
never need straining, except to remove 
accidental admixture of foreign matter 
from the fatty vehicle. 


PHARMACIST 


An ointment entirely free from 
erittiness may be prepared by first 
triturating the chrysarobin with an 
equal weight of liquid petrolatum 
until a perfectly smooth mixture re- 
sults, then incorporate this with the 
benzoinated lard. 


Diachylon Ointment 


The official process yields a good 
product; unfortunately it is unstable 
and soon becomes rancid. 

Hence we are told “It should be pre- 
pared extemporaneously.” | 

In an experience of many years | 
have dispensed a great deal of diachy- 
lon ointment. My formula for prepar- 
ing it is: 


‘rane Of Lead Plaster. .........; 50 parts 
Oil of Lavender Flowers 1 part 


The official manipulation may be 
followed in its preparation. 

In consistency it is entirely satis- 
factory, and it may be kept indefinitely 
without showing any appreciable 
change. 


Ointment of Mercuric Nitrate 


The preparation of citrine ointment 
has always been more or less of'a 
problem. 

The official process yields a satis- 
factory product, but unfortunately the 
ointment soon becomes too hard to be 
miscible with other fatty bases unless 
it be melted. Without suggesting that 
such a formula be made official, I call 
attention to the fact that citrine oint- 
ment made with petrolatum as a 
vehicle is not liable to the undesirable 
change aforementioned. It is an oint- 
ment of mercuric nitrate, but it does 
not contain elaidin. 

This latter fact does not detract 
from its medicinal value, however. 

The formula which I have used in 
preparing this ointment is the one 
given out by the Chesebrough Com- 
pany some years ago. 
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It is as follows: 


6 parts 
10 parts 


Dissolve the mercury in the nitric 
acid without heat. 

Melt the wax and petrolatum to- 
gether by the heat of a water-bath. 
Allow this mixture to cool to 130° F.; 
add the mercuric nitrate solution and 
stir the mixture constantly with a 
wooden spatula until the ointment 
thickens. Afterwards stir it occasion- 
ally until the reaction ceases. The 
ointment is smooth, of good con- 
sistency, an orange red color, and re- 
mains comparatively soft for an in- 
definite time. 

The orange color would still justify 
the name “citrine ointment.” 

Ointment of Yellow Mercuric Oxide 

In preparing this ointment it is en- 
tirely unnecessary to triturate the 
mercuric oxide with water. This oxide 
is described officially as an ‘“amor- 
phous, heavy, impalpable powder.” 
We may go farther and say that it ex- 
hibits “no evidence of crystalline par- 
ticles even under the microscope.” 

Therefore, in preparing the oint- 
ment, omit the water. 

Tar Ointment 

To prepare a satisfactory tar oint- 
ment requires patience and persistency. 
Follow the official formula and manipu- 
lation. In my experience I have found 
it necessary to remelt and strain the 
ointment two or three times in order 
to obtain a product which would re- 
main permanently smooth. After each 
melting there would remain a resinous 
deposit in the bottom of the evaporat- 
ing dish. Care must be taken not to 
disturb this when stirring the mixture. 

Ointment of Zinc Oxide 

In preparing this ointment be care- 
ful to select an oxide of zinc which is 
entirely free from eritty particles. 


Have in the laboratory, for such work, 
a good-sized marble slab and two or 
three large, rather stiff spatulas. Rub 
the zinc oxide on the slab with an equal 
weight of almond oil until a perfectly 
smooth product results. Take a lesson 
trom the mixer of paints as he grinds 
white lead and oil by the use of the 
slab and muller. Be persistent and do 
not cease work until your product 
compares favorably with his. This ac- 
complished, incorporate the lard, with- 
out melting, by mixing and rubbing 
upon the slab. Such an ointment will 
not need straining, and the manipulator 
should not be allowed to entertain for 
a minute the idea that such action 
would be permissible. 

For summer use the ointment would 
be too soft. To correct this objection 
the lard should be stiffened by the 


addition of a proper amount of white - 


Wax.

THE COMMUNITY OF INTEREST BE- 
TWEEN WHOLESALER AND 
RETAILER 


By William L. Pattiani 

A careful perusal of the columns of 
the pharmaceutical press will disclose 
a conspicuous dearth of writings per- 
taining to the community of interest 
which exists or should exist between 
the two branches of the drug trade— 
wholesale and retail—and it may also 
be noted that the perplexities of the 
former are given rather scant con- 
sideration or publicity. 

In responding to the invitation of 
the Pacific Pharmacist to contribute to 
its pages, it has occurred to the writer 
that this subject, which obviously is 
one of considerable import, might prove 
opportune. 

It is but proper to state that, having 
retired from active participation in the

affairs of the trade, it is not my desire 
to present these views in a spirit of 
criticism, nor is apology offered for 
any condition mentioned. It is merely 
my aim to bring forth briefly some 
observations relating to certain phases 
of the subject gathered during several 
years of personal contact with those 
concerned, in the hope that, with at 
least a portion of my readers, a new 
train of thought, and possibly action, 
may be established, and some good 
result therefrom. 

It will pass without saying that the 
jobbing druggists of this Coast have 
proven themselves imbued with a 
spirit of progress. They are domi- 
nated by a constant desire to improve 
their methods and facilitate the daily 
routine in each department of the busi- 
ness. When a condition, general or 
local, arises which suggests or necessi- 
tates a change in some part of the 
system, in prices, terms or other regu- 
lations, such is made only after a most 
careful study of its effect from all 
standpoints. 


The wholesaler is keenly sensitive to ~ 


the best interests of his customers, 
fully realizing that their well-being 
and prosperity is quickly reflected 
back to himself. He aims to relieve 
rather than to inflict burdens, so that, 
as far as may be in his power, trade 
conditions will constantly improve 
instead of retrogress. | 

While at times it is unavoidable that 
individuals may feel they are not bene- 
fited, the possible inconvenience of a 
changed condition usually proves 


trifling or temporary, and should prop- 


erly be accepted as for the general 
good and received in a spirit of indulg- 


ence and not one of antagonism. 


The jobber is always found ready 
and willing to lend his assistance and 
support to any move designed for the 


benefit of the retailers, as a body or as 


individuals. It is a fact that they have 
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purchased outright department store 
stocks of drugs and proprietaries to 
relieve the trade of an aggressive cut- 
ter. During the past few years the 
jobbers of the country have revolution- 
ized many of their business methods 
and incurred much expense in trying 
to put into successful operation the 
various plans submitted, to prevent 
retail price cutting. In what measure 
of success their efforts resulted does 
not concern the scope of this article; 
suffice to say that, recognizing the 
community of interest, the work was 
undertaken in good faith, and the time, 
trouble and expense assumed for the 
direct good of the retail trade. 

It is a pleasure to state*that the vast 
majority of retail druggists are men of 
liberal, minds and progressive ideas, 
with whom the jobber has no difficulty 
in conducting agreeably and to mutual 
profit the affairs of trade relationship. 
It is regrettable, however, that there 
still exists in the ranks a few who at 
times do not seem to take kindly. to 
his well-intended advances, and appar- 
ently fail to recognize the community 
of interest. 

The jobber is an employer of a large 
force of well-paid clerks and other help, 
whose interests are local and whose 
time and money are spent locally. It 
may thus be seen that each jobber is 
doing his share as a contributer to the 
general prosperity in a more or less 
degree’ as trade conditions warrant. 
When his business prospers, increased 
salaries rule, and, as well-paid help are 
liberal spenders of money, the effect is 
quickly felt in all classes of business 
and ultimately reacts to the benefit of 


‘the retailer. It should be plain that 


the retailer serves his best interests 
in confining his trade, as closely as is 
consistent, to his nearest source of 
supply. His best interests certainly 
lie at home, and he should be possessed 
of sufficient public spirit to know the 
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importance of preserving the circula- 
tion of his capital as far as possible 
within the limits of his own com- 
munity. Active circulation — spells 
“good times.” | 

The cost of conducting the jobbing 
business is comparatively high in the 
West. Here the volume of business 
per square mile of territory is con- 
siderably less than‘in the East, where 
the country is much more densely 
populated. Higher wages prevail here 
and general expenses are greater. It 
is conservatively. estimated that nearly 
three times the stock must be carried 
that would be needed by, say, a New 
York or Chicago house, to conduct an 
equal amount of business. It is plain 
that a much heavier investment of 
capital is involved, coupled with in- 
surance, a prominent feature of the ex- 
pense column. Competition has re- 
duced the profits of the wholesaler to a 
minimum. On the other hand, the 
expense of carrying on the business 
shows a constant increase. Despite 
this condition the Western jobber will 
almost invariably be found ready to 
meet all legitimate distant competition 
and will use all reasonable effort to 
retain trade. In this connection he 


must, however, be accorded a fair con- 


sideration of all circumstances pertain- 
ing to the transaction; notably—the 
quantities should be equally as large 
and a proper allowance be made for 
time, freight, cartage, exchange and 


convenience of immediate delivery of. 


local purchases. It has been the privi- 
lege of the writer at various times to 
see Eastern invoices, priced at figures 
which would have been gladly met 
locally were the jobber treated in 2 
similar manner as to quantities, terms, 
etc. Had the same order been sub- 
mitted to him and all due allowance 
granted, time might have been saved, 
and more good money retained for 
home circulation. 
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When ordering locally, the retailer 
has, .perhaps unconsciously, drifted 
into the habit of curtailment in the 
quantity of each item specified on his 
orders. I have known druggists to re- 
order staple articles, of regular de- 
mand, five and six or even more times 
per month. In the majority of cases 
no good reason prompts this and no 
advantage is gained. On the contrary, 
the custom frequently adds to the cost 
of handling the business and entails a 
higher price being charged. 

I trust | may be pardoned for touch- 
ing upon another feature of the busi- 
ness which bears close relationship to 
my subject. In more recent years 
there has been a tendency toward the 
formation of so-called co-operative 


manufacturing and distributing asso- 


ciations, having for their object the 
relief of the retailer. More frequently 
these turn out to be primarily for the 
benefit of a coterie of high-salaried 
officials, maintaining expensive dis- 


‘tributing depots and endeavoring to 


swing a topheavy institution at the ex- 
pense of the membership, who receive, 
in return, doubtful value. Such asso- 
ciations discourage the commendable 


‘practice of the retailer of pushing lines 


manufactured and put up by himself, 
which he could conscientiously recom- 
mend, and from which he would de- 
rive the maximum of profit. It is these 
very articles which such concerns 
usually usurp. Further, the system 
furnishes an incentive for the retailer 
to overstock on certain goods, involv- 
ing the tying up of unusual amounts 
of ready cash, and not infrequently 
causing financial inconvenience. 

The utility of buying clubs may 
often also be questioned on similar 
lines. They bring about a like condi- 
tion through an eagerness to save the 
jobber’s profit or commission, which 
on the class of goods generally pur- 
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chased is ofttimes so trifling that the 
advisability of it all is questionable. 

Nearly all large jobbing houses now 
make a specialty of manufacturing and 
turning out to order, at low cost and of 
guaranteed quality, almost any prep- 
aration pertaining to the business, and, 
as is well known, on moderate quantity 
lots of all staple articles, they virtually 
divide their profit. 

I have found that many retailers 
hold a very erroneous view as to the 
jobber’s profits. They are prone to 
lose sight of or underestimate the cost 
of doing business, and the promoter 
of such projects as are’ mentioned 
above is peculiarly silent on the sub- 
ject, or at best is careful to minimize 
it. A careful investigation would dis- 
pel much of this impression of large 
results in the jobbing line. ‘The hand- 
ling of a few quick-moving leading 
patent medicines or specialties is not 
a fair criterion for computing the per- 


centage of expense in the general drug - 
business, but even with these alone the 


actual cost of distribution would prob- 
ably surprise some of those who are 
particularly sensitive as to the sup- 
posed large returns accruing to the 
jobber. What adds immeasurably to 
the expense, and which constitutes a 
very material drag upon the item of 
profit, is the investment of much 
capital in the countless array of mis- 
cellaneous articles of limited sale, but 
which are absolutely essential to the 
proper conduct of the retail business 


and are carried for the convenience of 


that branch of the trade by the jobber. 
If such goods and dead stock could be 
eliminated and the business confined 
to only live lines, a different aspect 
would prevail. 

It would seem advisable for the 
average dealer to try to adjust himself 
to the conditions surrounding him, and 
to make the most of these, rather than 


to embark in enterprises which usurp 
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the functions of another branch of the 
trade. [here is ample room for both 
and there should be no conflict of in- 
terest between them—each is neces- 
sary for the existence of the other. The 
wholesaler wishes pre-eminently the 
friendship and confidence of his cus- 
tomer, and in this he certainly expects 
to reciprocate, thus bringing about an 
attitude which can only end in the 
well-being of both. A more general 
recognition of the community of. in- 
terest and a stronger pull together 
cannot but result to mutual advantage.

NOTES ON SYRUP OF HYPOPHOS- 
PHITES AND SYRUP OF CAL- 
CIUM LACTOPHOSPHATE* 

By H. W. Jones 

It is a well-known fact that many 
of the official syrups, such, for example, 
as syrup of hypophosphites and syrup 
of calcium lactophosphate, lose, in the 
course of time, their original sweet 
taste to some extent, and gradually 
assume a thicker consistency. As has 
been shown by several investigators, 
this is due to a gradual conversion of 
the cane sugar present, the conversion 
being caused either by free acids or by 
salts of the heavy metals in solution in 
the syrup. 

In an article on the subject (Am. 
Jour. Pharm., 70, p. 585), Haussmann 
gives the results of investigations upon 
several of the official syrups, as syrup 
of hydriodic acid, syrup of hypophos- 
phites, syrup of calcium lactophos- 
phate, and a number of others, which 
investigations bring out plainly the 
progressive inversion taking place in 


these syrups, and its effect upon some 


of their physical properties, such as 
color and taste. 


*Read before the Committee on Scientific 
Papers of the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation at the meeting in Hot Springs, 


Ark., Sept. 7-12, 1908. 
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Woltersdorf and Richtmann (Pharm. 
Archives, Vol. 3, Nos. 5 and 6) have 
covered the ground very fully, extend- 
ing their researches to a number of 
the official elixirs as well as to the 
ereater portion of the official syrups. 
They have recorded the progressive 
inversion taking place in these prepara- 
tions at three different temperatures ; 
viz., room temperature averaging 18° 
C., refrigerator temperature averaging 
10.2° C., and thermostat temperature 
averaging 36.2° C. 

During the ordinary course of in- 
vestigation in this laboratory in the 
past year, a number of samples of 


syrup of hypophosphites and syrup of 


calcium lactophosphate came under 
examination, many of which, by their 
abnormal physical properties as well 
as by qualitative chemical tests, 
showed the results of inversion. At 
that time the work of the above- 
mentioned investigators had not come 
to my notice, and, wishing to obtain 


some light as to the extent and rate of.» 


the inversion taking place in these 
syrups, the following described inves- 
tigations were undertaken: 

Freshly prepared syrups were used 
in order to observe the progressive in- 
version taking place, as well as any 
physical changes resulting from this 
inversion. The syrups were prepared 
as follows, in quantities of 500 Cc.: 

No. 1. Syrup hypophosphites, U. 
S. P. The formule of the official 
syrups are familiar, or easily referred 
to, and need not be given here. 

No. 2. A special syrup hypophos- 
_phites prepared according to the fol- 
lowing formula: 


Calcium hypophosphite ...... 16.0 Gm. 
Potassium hypophosphite .... 7.0 Gm. 
Sodium hypophosphite 11.0 Gm. 

Hypophosphorus acid (50%). 1.5 Cc. 

q. s., ad. 500.0'Cc.

No. 4. Syrup calcium  lactophos- 
phate U.S. P. 


No. 5. A special syrup calcium lac-- 


tophosphate prepared according to the 
following formula: 


Calcium phosphate, precip’t’d 15.0 Gm. 


q. s., ad. 500.0 Ce. 


It is well known that organic acids 
have not so great a power of convert- 
ing cane sugar into glucose as have the 
inorganic acids. 

To determine the effect of organic 
acids in such combinations as these 
syrups, two syrups were prepared after 
formula No. 2, the hypophosphorus 


acid in one case being substituted by . 


3 Gm. of citric acid and in the other 
case by 3 Cc. of lactic acid. We, there- 
fore, add to the list: 

No. 6. Syrup hypophosphites with 
citric acid. 

No. 7. Syrup hypophosphites with 
lactic acid. 

These syrups were kept in well-stop- 
pered pint bottles in a dark place, and 
subject to the changes of room tem- 
perature which might vary from 15° 
C. to 30° C. according to the season or 
time of day. Once in a fortnight each 
syrup was examined as follows: | 

Ist. A measured portion was re- 
moved -from its container, and after 
proper dilution to a definite volume, 
was titrated against a standardized 
Fehling’s solution, the completion of 
reduction being determined by placing 
a drop of the liquid upon the upper of 
three layers of filter paper and adding 
to the spot on the lower layer a drop 
of potassium ferrocyanide solution 
acidulated with acetic acid. An ab- 
sence of red coloration indicates the 
completion of the reduction. The 
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method of Harrison and Kelly (Ph. J., 
1903, 170)* for determining the com- 
pletion of reduction was also tried in 
this connection, and, while giving ex- 
cellent results, was found to be hardly 
as convenient as the foregoing method. 
It was necessary in the case of syrup 
hypophosphites to have the Fehling’s 
Solution strongly alkaline in order to 
neutralize the acidity of the syrup, and 
so inhibit the reducing power of the 
hypophosphorus acid. 


2d. The undiluted syrup was polar- 
ized in a 100-Mm. tube at 21° C. and 
the optical rotation [4] determined. 
The instrument used for this purpose 
was a Schmidt & Haensch half-shadow 
polariscope. 


This examination was continued 
through a period of twenty weeks, and 


the results obtained are tabulated be- 


low. I have thought it advisable also 
to-embody the results in the form of 
curves, as the clearer and more con- 


crete mode of presentation to the eye. 


There being no change in syrup No. 3, 
no curves are given for it, they being 
merely horizontal straight lines. 


From an examination of the curves, 
the following points may be noted: In 
No. I, syrup hypophosphites U. S. P., 
the conversion is very slow, at the end 
of twenty weeks only 19 per cent of the 
can sugar being inverted. Compared 
with this, the conversion in -No. 2 is 
rapid, more than 8&2 per cent of its cane 
sugar being inverted in the same time. 
This might be expected from the 
greater acidity of No. 2, containing as 
it does 0.15 per cent of absolute hypo- 


-*This method is as follows: a solution 
of 0.05 Gm. of starch and 10 Gm. of potas- 
sium iodide in 90 Cc. of water is prepared, 
0.5 Cc. to 1 Ce. is mixed with 5-10 drops of 
acetic acid and a drop of the titrated liquid 
is added. Since copper sulphate liberates 
iodine from the solution, the presence of any 
unreduced copper sulphate will be indicated 
by a blue coloration. 
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phosphorus acid against: 0.02 per cent 
in No. I. 

With syrup calcium lactophosphate, 
however, the change is more marked, 
for we find that with both No. 4 and 
No. 5 conversion is complete at the 
end of twenty weeks, all the cane sugar 
originally placed in these syrups being 
converted into glucose. 

Syrups No. 6 and No. 7, prepared 
with citric and lactic acids, also show | 
marked changes in cane-sugar content. 
In No. 6, prepared with citric acid, 
fully 73 per cent of the cane sugar is 
inverted in eighteen weeks, while No. 


7, with lactic acid, follows closely with 


67 per cent inverted in the same time. 

The rate of inversion in each case is 
fairly uniform, although, as the pro- 
cess approaches completion, the rate 
gradually diminishes. Any irregulari- 
ties may be looked upon as being due 
to temperature changes. | 

The curves showing changes in op- — 
tical rotation, while not giving directly 


any quantitative relations, show clearly 


the decrease in quantity of the dextro- 
rotatory cane sugar, and serve as a 
check upon the results obtained by 
titration. 


It may be well to mention that, at 


the end of these investigations, all the 


syrups, with the exception of Nos. 4 
and 5, remained fairly clear and free 
from coloration. Nos. 4 and 5, the syr- 
ups of calcium lactophosphate, had ac- 
quired a distinct brown tint due prob- 
ably to caramelization of a portion of 
the cane sugar, or to the formation of 
so-called humin substances from the 
decomposition of levulose. All the 
syrups had lost to a greater or less de- 


' gree the original sweet taste given by 


the cane sugar, and each had acquired 
a thicker consistency. 
The important points brought out 
may now be summarized as follows: 
Ist. The cane sugar of syrup hypo- 
phosphites U. S. P. is inverted, under 
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about 4 per cent per. month, and that 
of syrup calcium lactophosphate U. S. 
P. is inverted at the rate of about 15 
per cent per month. «An increase in 
the acidity of these preparations in- 
creases the rate of inversion. 

2d. The use of organic acids in the 
place of inorganic acids does not pre- 
vent the process of inversion taking 
place. 


As before mentioned, it was after. 


the conclusion of the work recorded 
above, that the investigations of 
Haussmann and of Woltersdorf and 


ordinary conditions, at the rate of: 
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Richtmann came to my notice, and I 
am pleased to note that the results 
agree very closely. While adding but 
little to the information already at 
hand, I trust that the results may be 
of some interest to the profession and 


with this in view I have presented 
them.

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UNGUENTUM AQUZ ROSA* 
By Val Schmidt, San Francisco, Cal. 


The formula of ung. aq. rosz U. S. P. 
is a good one, and answers nearly all 
pharmaceutical requirements. ‘here 
are, however, in my opinion, several 
objections to it, to wit: Its cost and 
its instability, especially hot 
weather. 

Pure oil of sweet almonds is scarce 
and expensive, costing from 65 to 75 
cents per pound, which is an induce- 


«ment to an elastic conscience to sub- 


stitute oil of peach kernel or some less 
costly vegetable oil still more objec- 
tionable. The danger of using a rancid 
ointment in a prescription is too well 
known to be repeated, which is apt to 
happen when cold cream made with a 
vegetable oil is kept in stock any 
length of time. 

I would suggest as a substitute for 
oil of sweet almonds the pure white 
Russian mineral oil, and for rose water, 
distilled water and otto of roses. 

The following formula has been in 
use for a number of years in my busi- 
ness and has given perfect satisfaction, 
pharmaceutically as well as commer- 
cially. 

I have found that the quality of the 
ointment depends largely upon the mo- 
dus operandi. 

If the following formula is used, and 
the directions for compounding are 
carefully followed, an excellent result 
will be obtained: 

White wax, spermaceti (of each 5% 
ounces); Russian mineral oil, pure 
white (30 ounces, troy) ; distilled water 
(12 fluid ounces); pure borax (2% 
drachms) ; otto rose (30 drops). 

Melt the wax and spermaceti over a 
slow fire in a large porcelain evaporat-

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ing dish; tare, and weiyh the oil into 
it; then apply a gentle heat until clear. 
Dissolve the borax in the distilled 
water, previously heated to 150° F.; 
allow the wax, spermaceti and oil to 
cool to about the same temperature; 
add the solution of borax all at once 
and stir briskly for a few minutes, then 
add the otto of roses, continuing the 
stirring until cool. 

When thus prepared it is a snow- 
white, elastic, creamy-looking oint-— 
ment, which will keep almost indefi- 
nitely, and costing about 18 cents per 
pound.

Fong is at present in the East, and 
from a recent letter, it is believed that 
he may be able to consult some rare 
and valuable works on Chinese drugs 
in the Congressional library at Wash- 
ington and in the libraries of the City 
of New York. Some copy submitted 
by Dr. Jow and Mr. Fong could not be 
gotten ready for this issue. The list 
of Chinese drugs, with descriptions, 
uses, etc., will be given with the No- 
vember issue of the Pacific Pharmacist.

CALIFORNIA: MEDICINAL PLANTS 
By Albert Schneider 


4064. Kalmia angustifolia L. Nar- 
row-leaf laurel. Ericacee. 

Properties and uses as for K. lati- 
folia. 

465. Kalmia latifolia L. Broad-leaf 
laurel. Ericacee. 

An eastern poisonous laurel, culti- 
vated as an ornamental plant. Used 
by the negroes of North Carolina, in 
the form of a wash, for sore eyes. The 
leaves contain gum, resin, tannic acid, 
arbutin and andromedotoxin (a highly 
poisonous crystalline substance). Has 
been used in diarrhea, syphilitic skin 
eruptions and in skin diseases. Entire 
plant highly poisonous. Other species 
no doubt have similar properties. (G. 


W. Kennedy, Am. Journ. Pharm. XX: 
264.) 

466. Kelps. Seaweeds. Marine 
algze. 

Numerous species of seaweed are 
found along the entire Pacific Coast. 
Some are used as food by Indians. 
They contain iodine, which could no 
doubt be extracted in commercial 
quantities. However, Hilgard (Univ. 
Calif.) declares that the California 
species are low in iodine percentage. 
According to Setchell (Univ. Calif.) 
the Japanese and Chinese of California 
collect species of Nereocystis, Lamin- 
aria and Porphyra for food and even 
export them. Dr. Hus and others have 


likewise studied the economic value of | 


the kelps of the Pacific coast. 
The marine alge of the Pacific and 
Atlantic coasts are quite distinct. 


Those of the Pacific coast are noted for -

467. Laminaria bulbosa. Seaweed. 
Alge. 

Used in scrofulous affections and in 
other glandular enlargements. Used 
as food. (R. G. Whitlock, Calif. Coll. 
Pharm. Thesis, 1901.) 

468. Lantana brasiliensis  [ink. 
Yerba sagrada. Verbenaceze. 

A Brazilian verbena which contains 
an alkaloid (lantanine) resembling 
quinine, which is said to be actively 
antiperiodic. 

469. Larrea mexicana. Creosote 
bush. Zygophyllacee. 

‘Contains a gum which resembles the 
East Indian shellac (Sonora gum) 
used for cementing earthenware, etc. 
It also contains a coloring substance 
resembling cochineal. The Mexicans. 
use the leaf infusion as a cure for 
rheumatism. Said to produce marvel- 
ous results when applied to necrosed 
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bones. Also used in the treatment of 
syphilis; .in consumption. Indians 
(Kokapah) use the tea in smallpox. A 
leaf poultice is applied to the pitted 
skin. Also used as a horse remedy. 
A very highly valued Indian remedy. 
Well worthy of more careful investiga- 
tion. (U. S. Geo. Surv. Wheeler's 
Rep. Bot. VI: 41.) (Calif. Geol. Surv. 
Bot, £: (U..0%.C. BED. 
XXVI: 206, 1879.) 


470. Laurus nobilis L. ‘Sweet bay 
laurel. Lauracez. 

A common old-time ornamental tree. 
The leaf oil is a well-known and im- 
portant article, used in making Bay 


tum and for other purposes. (U. S. 


D. and texts on Materia Medica. ) 

471. Lavatera assurgentifolia Kell. 
Tree mallow. Malvacee. 

The leaves are rich in mucilage. 
Eaten by horses and cattle. Demul- 
cent. 


472. Lavendula angustifolia Miller. | 


Lavender. Labiatez.— 

This European plant is extensively 
cultivated everywhere. The flowers 
and entire plant yield the oil of laven- 
der, which is worth from one to three 
dollars per pound. ‘The flowers bring 
about twenty cents per pound. The oil 
is much used as a flea eradicator and 
forms the base of many proprietary 
flea exterminators. 

The plant is easily cultivated in 
California. The grower should also 
manufacture the oil, which is obtained 
from the fresh flowers and entire fresh 
plants. .Lavendula spica (spike lav- 
ender) is also cultivated for the oil 
which it yields. Medicinally the lav- 
ender oil and the pharmaceutical 
preparations made from the flowers 
are used in flatulence, as a carminative, 
in nervous headache, etc. 


473. Lavendula vera D. Lav- 
ender. Labiate. | 
Extensively cultivated. The flowers 
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are very fragrant and are much used 
in sachet powders, perfumes, etc. Lav- 
ender oil is official and forms the chief 
ingredient of many flea exterminators. 
Good quality of lavender oil has been 
produced in California. Could no 
doubt be grown profitably. 


474. Lawsonia alba Lam. Henna. 
Lythraraicez. 

Cultivated in southern portions of 
the State. Used by the women of 
Egypt and of other countries to color 
the finger nails and by the men to dye 
the beard. The gum (labdanum) is 
collected by passing leathern rakes 
over the plants or is combed out of the 
wool of goats which have been among 
the plants. The plant is used in 
jaundice, leprosy, skin diseases, catarrh, 


dysentery and in pulmonary affections. 
164, 1887.) 


475. Lathyrus sativus L. White 
vetch. Leguminose. 

A forage plant. Horses feeding on 
this plant for a long time become 
paralyzed in the hind extremities. The 
laryngeal muscles are also paralyzed. 
The seeds contain a poisonous alkaline 
volatile substance, which is destroyed 
on heating, hence cakes made from the 
seed and thoroughly baked may be 
eaten and are said to be very nutritious. 
This plant requires further careful 
study as to physiological action and > 
possible therapeutic value. | 


476. Lathyrus watsoni. Vetch. 
Leguminose. | 

An excellent fodder plant and some- 
times cooked and eaten by Indians. 
The older plants are boiled and applied 


as a poultice to swellings. (Contrib. 


U.S, Vil: No. 2, 387.) 


477. Ledum glandulosum Ait. Lab- 
rador tea. Ericacez. 

Leaves used for killing vermin on 
cattle and to drive fleas from country 
houses. Resembles L. palustre. 
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478. Ledum latifolium Ait. Lab- 
rador tea. Ericacez. 

North American marsh plant. 
Leaves aromatic and used as a tonic in 
lung troubles. Also used as a substi- 
tute for tea. (Proc. A. Ph. A. XXVI: 
221, 1878.) | 

479. Ledum palustre L. Marsh tea. 
Ericacee. 

Evergreen marsh plant. ‘The leaves 
are balsamic, aromatic, bitter, used in 
dysentery, leprosy and scabies. They 
are said to be narcotic and diaphoretic. 
In Germany substituted for hops in 
beer. (Proc. A. Ph. A. XXIV: 140, 
1876.) 


480. Citrus limonum. Lemon. Ruta- 


cez. 

Several varieties extensively culti- 
vated in the State. Well-known popu- 
lar fruit. (See State Hort. Reports 
and special reports on lemon culture.) 
(T. D. Trueworthy, Calif. Coll. Pharm. 
Thesis, 1901.) 

481. Leonotis leonurus L. Com- 
mon motherwort. Labiate. 

A tropical labiate, extensively culti- 
vated, said to have purgative and em- 
menogogue properties. (Pharm. Journ. 
Trans., May, 1885.) 

482. Leucrocrinum montanum Nutt. 
Wild hyacinth. Liliaceze. 

. A poisonous plant which requires 
further study as to chemical constitu- 
ents and possible therapeutic value. 

483. Lewisia rediviva Pursh. Bit- 
ter root. Portulacaceer, 

Indian food plant. The roots and 
the white inner bar contain a high per- 
centage of starch. Indians store large 
quantities for winter use. The odor of 


the boiled root recalls that of tobacco, — 


hence the appellation “tobacco root.” 
(Calif. Geol. Surv. Bot. I: 78.) (Am.

484. Libocedrus decurrens Torr. 


Incense cedar. Conifere. 
ound in the California coast ranges.

The leafy 
sprigs are used by the Indians in pre- 
paring their acorn meal, serving the 
purpose of a filter and to impart the 
incense flavor.

FLUIDGLYCERATES* 

By George M. Beringer 
In a paper presented to the New 
Jersey Pharmaceutical Association at 
the meeting of last year, the author 
proposed a new class of liquid galeni- 
cals to be known as “Fluidglycerates.’” 
As proposed these are to be of a uni- 
form drug strength, the same as the 
official fluidextracts, 1 Cc. of the prep- 
aration representing I Gm. ‘of the drug. 
The title ‘“fluidglycerate’”’ was selected 


as a distinguishing term to designate _ 


this class, and as being so distinctive 
that it would prevent confusion with 
the heterogeneous glyceroles, glycerins 
and glycerites already introduced and 


some of which are official under these 


titles in the various pharmacopceias. 
The peculiar solvent and sweetening 

properties of glycerin were early recog- 

nized, and numerous attempts have 


been made to utilize these in pharma-. 


ceutical preparations, usually, in com- 
bination with alcoholic liquids. Its 
extensive use in tinctures and fluid- 
extracts has been criticized as an 
abuse. It is but an indifferent solvent 
for resins, fats, and fixed oils, and in 
fact for most substances requiring alco- 
hol as a perfect solvent, and conse- 
quently is of but little use as a solvent 
where such constituents represent the 
activity of the drug and its use even 


with alcohol in such preparations is 


contraindicated. But in many drugs,

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these constituents are not valuable, and 
the associated inert extractives are a 
source of annoyance from the .contin- 
uous forming of precipitates. 

In the writer's experiments with 
fluidglycerates, the endeavor has been 
to confine these to preparations of 
drugs where such alcohol-requiring 
constituents do not represent the value 
of the drug and, when present and not 
essential, to leave these undesirable 
constituents in the marc. 

On the other hand glycerin is a good 
solvent for many of the sweet, bitter, 
astringent and essential flavoring con- 
stituents of drugs and possesses a 
marked solvent action on many of the 
alkaloids, glucosides and neutral prin- 
ciples. 


Preliminary experiments to deter- 
mine the amount of glycerin necessary 
to preserve glycerol-water liquid ex- 
tracts of drugs showed that if glycerin 
was present in the finished preparation 


in a proportion of not less than one-. 


third of the volume, the preparations 
were fairly stable. If only one-fourth 
or less was present, then decomposi- 
tion invariably took place sooner or 
later, but if one-half was used the prep- 
arations were permanent and in the 
fluidglycerates as experimented upon 
and described in this paper it has been 
aimed to have approximately 50 per 
cent by volume introduced in the 
products. | 


In the paper referred to, a formula 
for fluidglycerate of krameria was pub- 
lished as a type formula and of a prep- 
aration that clinical experiments had 
already demonstrated to be a useful 
form for the exhibition of this drug, 


especially in catarrhal affections of the 


rectum. Subsequent extended practical 
use by a number of physicians has fully 
confirmed that it is a satisfactory prep- 
aration and remedy. | 
When presenting this paper before 
the New Jersey Pharmaceutical Asso- 


ciation, the writer announced that he 
was continuing the study of the sub- 
ject and intended to extend his experi- 
ments to all drugs that appeared as 
probably suitable for such extraction. 


In the more extended work a number 
of practical problems presented them- 
selves and had to be overcome. The 
process of percolation was adopted 
wherever practicable in the extraction 
of the drugs, but it was found that 
percolation with glycerin-water men- 
struum was somewhat more difficult 
than ordinary percolation with hydro- 
alcoholic liquids. The tendency to 
pack, “clog” and “block” the percola- 
tion is pronounced and each drug has 
to be studied to determine the best 
method of procedure to overcome this 
trouble. As a rule the drug should be 
ground very much coarser than ordered 
by the pharmacopceia for the making 
of tinctures and fluidextracts. The 
penetrating property of glycerin is so 
marked that usually a No. 20 powder 
is sufficiently fine to yield good results. 
With fine powders an inert substance 
must be admixed, and here again a se- 
lection is required; for guarana coarse 
sharp sand was satisfactory, and for 
gambir pumice stone, not too fine, was 
needed. Thorough and even moisten- 
ing of the drug is essential and the 
packing in the percolator must be even, 
but it must not be firmly or tightly 
packed, the rapidity of percolation be- 
ing best controlled by means of a com- 
pressor on the exit tube. A few drugs 
are not amenable to percolation with 
elycerin-water mixture, senna leaves 
being a notable example, and for such 
either of the following methods must 
be adopted, maceration with the men- 
struum and expression, or an aqueous 
infusion prepared and concentrated to 
which the glycerin can be added. 


Another problem that presented it- 
self was the tendency of the drug in 
the percolator to undergo fermentation 
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and even putrefaction before the final 
extraction with water was completed. 
In warm weather this tendency is very 
evident. It was found that by using 
chloroform water instead of distilled 
water in forcing out the balance of the 
first menstruum and in finishing the 
extraction, this was effectually over- 
come. The chloroform is entirely dis- 
sipated in the evaporation on the water 
bath. 

In my original paper I recommended 
that the first 60 parts of the percolate 
be set aside as a reserve. Subsequent 
work demonstrated that this was not 
always practical, as the remaining por- 
tion of the percolate frequently con- 
tains so much matter in solution that 
it was not advisable to concentrate it 
to 40 parts, and consequently I have 
adopted 50 parts for reserve. ‘The re- 
mainder of the percolate is concen- 


trated to 60 parts, the reserve added, 


and the product concentrated to 100 
Ce. for each 100 Gms..of drug used. 

The following has been adopted as 
a general formula or type and is re- 
ferred to in this paper as the “type 
process,” so as to avoid useless repeti- 
tion. It is stated in terms for I00 Cc. 
of finished product, the quantity being 
that used in each of the numerous ex- 
periments tried. 


Take of the Drug in coarse 


Distilled water ........ Ce. 


Chloroform water, a sufficient’ 
quantity to make of finished 


Mix the glycerin and distilled water 
and moisten the drug thoroughly with 
sufficient of the mixture and then pack 
it very lightly in a cylindrical percola- 
tor and saturate thoroughly with men- 
struum, cork up and cover the perco- 
lator and allow to macerate for two 
days, then continue to percolate till 
the drug is exhausted, using first the 
remainder of the menstruum and then 


chloroform water. Reserve the first 50 
Cc. of percolate and set this aside. 
Evaporate the remaining percolate on 
a water bath, the weaker portion first, 
then the stronger, till reduced to 60 Cc. 
and then add the reserve and continue 
the evaporation till the product meas- 
ures 100 Cc. If evaporation has been 
carried too far, make up to 100 Ce. with 
distilled water. Set the product aside 
for several days to settle, decant the 
clear supernatant layer and strain the 
remainder through muslin. 

For some of the alkaloidal drugs the 
addition of an acid to the menstruum 
to insure extraction was deemed essen- 
tial and in these the same acid was not 
used throughout, but a selection was 
made that in each case appeared to be 
the most appropriate to insure extrac- 
tion with the least amount of decompo- 


sition of the alkaloids. In the selection . 


of the acids the writer has quite likely 
erred in judgment at times. In a few 
other drugs, such as glycyrrhiza and 
senega, the addition of an alkali was 
deemed necessary and these additions 
are all detailed in the formulas. 

In the July issue of Merck’s Report* 
appeared the reprint of an article from 
the Chemist and Druggist*, which I had 
not seen before, entitled “Glycetracta 
or Glycetracts,” by W..Harrison Mar- 
tindale, Ph. D. That gentleman admits 
that he has “adopted” my suggestion 
and refers to the initiatory paper before 
the New Jersey Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation “on a method of preparing 
‘fluidglycerates,’ representing the 
fluidextracta of the U.S. P.; notably 
the fluidglycerate of krameria being de- 


scribed.” He further states, “I have’ 


elaborated and extended the idea to 
other drugs.’ His entrance into this 
promising field of experimentation 1s 
welcomed and his results in many 
points confirm my own. It 1s to be re-

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gretted, however, that he should ignore 
the writer's suggestion for the title for 
this distinct class of preparations and 
add further confusion by suggesting an- 
other coined modification. 


The fluidglycerates as a class possess 
many advantages that should appeal to 
physicians and also to retail druggists. 
To the former they fill a want for a 
concentrated infusion and many of the 
drugs should be administered in that 
form. The simple dilution of the fluid- 
elycerate with cold or hot water, as 
may be desired, will supply a satisfac- 
tory substitute for infusion of such 
drugs as Apocynum, Chimaphila, Eu- 
patorium, Pereria, Pilocarpus, Rhus 
Glabra, Scoparius, Spigelia, Triticum 
and Uva Ursi, all of which are pref- 
erably administered in that form and all 
of which yield good fluidglycerates. 


Again, alcohol is frequently thera- 
peutically contraindicated and the al- 
cohol content has been considered det- 
rimental to the action of the tinctures 
and fluid extracts of such drugs as 
Cimicifuga, Cypripedium, Sumbul, 
Valerian, Veratrum and Viburnum, 
and it is noticeable that these all like- 
wise yield to glycerin their active con- 
stituents. Again, with many patients 
predisposed to the alcohol habit, the 
use of alcoholic medicines should be 
avoided, and here again it is note- 
worthy that glycerin extracts the aro- 
matic principles and the bitter tonics 
and that fluidglycerates of such drugs 
as Marrubium, Salvia, Matricaria, Gen- 
tian and Chirata, all appear’ to be sat- 
isfactory preparations, thus enabling 
the medical practitioner to direct aro- 


matics and bitter tonics without the 


use of alcohol, and this alone should 
merit medical attention. Their misci- 
bility as a class with syrup and water 
also aids in the elimination of alcohol. 


To the retail druggist they should 
appeal as a class that he can readily 
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and economically prepare and not be 
dependent upon manufacturers, as they 
can be prepared even more easily on 
a small scale than on a large one. 
Again, we must look forward to the 
time, in the near future, when the drug- 
gists will be compelled to compound 
remedies of potent drugs only with 
preparations thade within recent ‘and 
specified time. With glycerin replac- 
ing alcohol the fluidglycerates would 
be an economical means for each phar- . 
macist preparing his own remedies and 
guaranteeing them and renewing stock 
frequently. 

The writer does not consider that his 
experiments, covering nearly 100 
drugs, have in all cases been conclusive, 
and in the detailed formulas the short- 
comings of a number of these are 
pointed out. He frankly admits that 
numerous experiments are necessary 
to prove the stability of each one of 
these fluidglycerates, and also that 
physiological and chemical tests should 
be applied to determine the value of 
many of them. He hopes that some 
one will thus undertake to prove by 
clinical experiments and physiological 
tests the value of such fluidglycerates 
as Digitalis, Ergot, Gelsemium, Lo- 
belia; Pomegranate and Veratrum. 
The work so far done on the subject is 
only preliminary, but it appears to be 


‘a very promising field for practical 


pharmaceutical experimentation.

REPORT OF THE UTAH STATE 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIA- 
TION, EIGHTH ANNUAL CON- 
VENTION AT PROVO, UTAH, 
AUGUST 11 AND 12, 1908 

The report of this meeting did not 
reach us in time for publication in our 
last issue, but there are some matters 
in it that are too good to be lost. We 
therefore make use of the “art pre- 
servative’ to permanently record these 
interesting proceedings as set forth in 
the following condensed report. Sixty- 

two members were present. This is a 

large number in proportion to the 

total number of drug stores, which, 
according to the Era Directory for 

1908, is 121. To equal that, California 

ought to have 550 at our next meeting 

in Los Angeles, for by the same au- 
thority we have about 1,100 stores. 

The first business transacted was to 
elect eighteen new members. That 
shows life. | | 

President Hedquist then read his 
address. He called attention to the 
financial depression, which had come 
in all lines of business, but thought the 
druggists of the State, nevertheless, 
were in reasonably: prosperous condi- 
tion. He thanked the secretary for the 
efficient aid he had given him during 
the year. He suggested a careful re- 
vision of the pharmacy law and recom- 
mended that we look well to legislation 
for our protection in case a prohibition 
or local option law were passed in Utah, 
else we should be overrun with grog 
shops in the guise of drug stores. He 
said we must resent any attempt to con- 
vert the drug stores into fashionable sa- 
loons. He hoped that more druggists 
would take an interest in politics and 
aspire to legislative and other offices 
for their own good and the safe- 


guarding of the public. He spoke 
strongly for shorter hours and _ for 
closing the drug stores for at least a 
part of the Sabbath. He recommended 
the continued support of the N. A. R. 
D. and praised their work. Paid a 
tribute to Colonel D. Y. Wheeler, 
whom death had called during the past 
year. He thanked the Governor for 
his recognition of the association in 
Board of Pharmacy appointments. He 
mentioned the fact that the association 


was trying to have the next meeting. 


of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation held at Salt Lake, and urged all 
druggists in the State to join the asso- 
ciation in order to make as good a 
showing as possible. He approved the 
tendency of druggists and doctors to 
hold get-together meetings and 
thought it could not help but be pro- 
ductive of good. He urged free and 
open discussion of all questions 
brought up at the meeting. ‘Treasurer 
John Culley of Ogden then read his 
report, showing disbursements $340.78 
and a balance of $456.32. Secretary 
Joy Johnson then read his report, 
showing his receipts for the year and 
payments to the Treasurer. Total 
number of members enrolled, 137; loss 
by death, 1; loss by resignation, re- 
moval from the State or dropped for 
non-payment of dues, 14; gain in mem- 
bership, 35. Eighty paid dues in full, 
leaving 37 members wholly or partly 
in arrears. Mr. F. A. Druehl, Chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee, 
read his report. The committee recom- 
mended introduction to the Legislature 
of an Itinerant Venders’ Bill, with 
license sufficiently high to protect the 
druggists. They also asked for a free 
discussion as to legislation desired in 
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case prohibition or local option laws 
were passed in Utah in the near 
future. He stated that the Board of 
Pharmacy desired annual dues of regis- 
tered pharmacists raised from one dol- 
lar to two dollars, assistants from fifty 
cents to one dollar, and providing for 
cancellation of certificates when de- 
linguent two years; recognition of 
other States’ certificates if the standard 
of examination is equal to our own; 
recognition of diplomas of schools of 
pharmacy. D. F. Riter, Chairman of 
the Committee on Trade Interests, not 
being present, his report was passed 
over. The report of the Board of 
Pharmacy and Auxiliary Committee 
was read by Whitworth, but contained 
little of interest, except a reference to 


the enforcement: of poison registration 


and the cocaine law. The report of 


the legislative committee was then dis- 


cussed at some length, especially the 
portion relating to the liquor question. 
Mr. C. C. Bedford and A. N. Sprague 
of Twin Falls, Idaho, and Mr. Al. 
Whitworth of Deer Lodge, Montana, 
were elected honorary members. Con- 
vention adjourned until next day. 
Shortly after all this heavy business 
was disposed of, the druggists, their 
wives and sweethearts repaired to 
Second West and Center Street, to 
take train for beautiful Provo Canyon. 
On the way thence a few of the more 
turbulent ones had acquired an in- 
offensive donkey from its owner, and, 
having taken turns in riding it, pro- 
ceeded gravely to load it upon the 
baggage-car of the excursion train, and 


this not without some diplomacy and. 


more ‘muscle. In about twenty 
minutes the party was at the Forks, a 
beautiful spot on Provo River, where 
a band discoursed sweet music. Liquid 
refreshments were plentiful and ice 
cold. Many athletic sports weré in- 
dulged in, both by the gentlemen: and 
ladies. Prizes were distributed and a 
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number of good photographs taken, in- 
cluding one in which the burro, wear- 
ing two pairs of overalls and bestrode 
by the redoubtable Yell Master, 
Baalam (Bailey) occupied the fore- 
ground. The field sports being over, 
the party took the train down the 
canyon to a spot where a bountiful 
dinner was prepared. After dinner the — 
good-natured party returned to town. 
In the evening a most enjoyable dance 
was given through the courtesy of the 
W. A. Nelden Drug Company of Salt

Morning Session, Wednesday, August 12th, 
at 10 a. m. 


The President expressed regret that 
Hon. George P. McCabe of Washing- 
ton, D. C., who was to have given an 
address on the Pure Food and Drugs 
Act as it affects the druggists, was so 
ill as to be unable to attend. the 
Secretary read letters and telegrams of 
good-will and encouragement from the 


N. A. R. D., the American Druggists’ 


Syndicate, the Idaho Pharmaceutical 
Association and the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ Association. The read- 
ing of papers was then begun. 

Mr. Nelden’s paper on Pharmaceu- 
tical Education occasioned some dis- 
cussion, especially as regards pre- 
requisites. Mr. Van Dyke then read 


his paper, “Side Lines in-the Drug 


Business.” This was discussed at some 
length. 

Paper by A. C. Cope, “Retail Drug- 
gists from Wholesalers’ Standpoint.” 


This occasioned several wordy pas- 
sages between retailers and whole- 
salers, and was the cause of much 
merriment. 


Mr. Schramm took occasion to state 
and to conclusively prove the retailer 
the most obliging and self-sacrificing 
creature that lives. | 


Dr. Taylor, the well-known physi- 
cian of Provo, made a short address ‘in 
response to President Hedquist’s, re- 
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counting his experience at a gathering 
of physicians a short time before. 

Dr. Taylor deplored the fact that 
both the physician and druggist had 
gotten so far away from the strictly 
ethical and professional side of their 
work, and hoped for a speedy return 
thereto. 

Joy Johnson said he had never heard 
a talk from a physician so fair to both 
sides. 

The Auditing Committee reported 
that the Treasurer’s and Secretary’s 
reports were correct, and recommended 
an increase in the annual fee of the 
Secretary of from $50 to $75. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Schramm a resolution was 
passed making the salary $75 per 
annum. 

After some discussion it was moved 
and carried to invite the American 
Pharmaceutical Association to hold 
their next annual meeting in Salt Lake, 
to have the U. P. A. meet there about 
the same time, and to also invite the 
Pacific States Association to meet with 
us there. D. W. Irvine, a member of 
the A. Ph. A., was selected by the 
association as a delegate to present the 
invitation to the convention at Hot 
Springs, Arkansas, the U. P. A. and 
the Salt Lake Retail Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation to bear his expenses between 
them. Mr. Treasure was selected to 
represent the. Utah association at At- 
lantic City’s meeting of the N. A. R. 
D. in September, at his own expense. 

Meeting adjourned until afternoon.

The committee on prize papers an- 
nounced that the winners would be 
named at the banquet that evening. 
It was voted that the N. A. R. D. price 
mark be used on all copies of prescrip- 
tions:sent out by U. P. A. members. 


A further debate on the report of the 


legislative committee was indulged in. 
It was moved and passed that the 
legislative committee be empowered to 
present to the next legislature an I[tin- 


-erant Venders’ Bill, and that the com- 


mittee draw up the bill according to 
their best judgment, fixing the amount 
of license. ‘In regard to the discussion 


on prohibition and local option, it was | 


resolved that the association go on 
record as bowing to the will of the 
people of the State in the matter, and, 
in case such prohibition or local option 
being passed by the Legislature, to 
leave legislation for the protection of 


the druggists in the hands of the legis- 


lative committee. 
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A motion of Mr. Badcon, changing 
constitution and by-laws, permitting 
traveling salesmen or others identified 
with the drug business to become 
members of the association was passed. 
A nominating committee was ap- 
pointed by the chair, those nominated 
for office were as follows: For Presi- 
dent, John H. Johnson, Salt Lake; 
First Vice-President, John H. Bishop, 
Logan; Second Vice-President, A. D.

Judicial District, Alex Hedquist, 
Provo; Fifth Judicial District, Mark B. 
Howlett, Eureka; Sixth Judicial Dis- 
trict, W. D. Crawford, Manti. 


Those nominated were duly elected 
and installed. Three names were se- 
lected from which the Governor would 
be asked to appoint one to fill vacancy 
on State Board of Pharmacy. ‘The 
names selected were James L. Fran- 
ken, Salt Lake; Byron Ott, Payson; 
John L. Bishop, Logan. A vote of 
thanks was tendered the city of Provo, 
the Utah County Pharmaceutical Asso- 


ciation, the Commercial Club of Provo,

Bailey Drug Company and the numer- 
ous merchants who had contributed to 
the pleasure of the occasion. The re- 
tiring officers were tendered a vote of 
thanks for their efficient service during 
the past year. The President of the 
Commercial Club was invited up and 
was introduced to Bill Bailey’s famous 
yell, which runs as follows:

We're the boys that roll the pills; 


Checkerberry horse, checkerberry cow, 
Provo, Provo, wow, wow, wow! 
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A communication was read from C. 
P. Gunnell of the Board of Pharmacy 
of Wyoming, expressing best wishes 
and regretting his inability to be pres- 
ent. Salt Lake was made the meeting 
place for next year, with strong hope 
expressed that the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association would also be 
present. Convention adjourned. 

Immediately after adjournment, and 
while the ladies were being given a 
delightful afternoon on the waters: of 
Utah Lake, with a chicken dinner as a 


hitting conclusion, the retailers and(_ 


wholesalers crossed bats on the dia- 
mond. Clem Schramm, with the aid of 
a handsome nickel-plated revolver and 
a handful of what proved to be only 
blank cartridges, officiated as umpire.

NOTES ON THE MEETING OF THE 
AMERICAN PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION AT HOT SPRINGS, 
ARKANSAS, SEPT. 7-12, 1908.

Having arranged to spend a day with 


my friends, Mr. and Mrs. F. A. Druehl, 
at Salt Lake City on my way to Hot 
Springs, I took that route, but my train 
being behind time at Ogden, I was de- 


tained there a few hours... This gave me 


an opportunity to run up town 
and see some of the _ druggists 
there. I was impressed with the 
great improvements in that city 
since my last visit (in 1902). 
Washington avenue is a beautiful wide 
street, with many fine stores in almost 


all lines of business. The drug stores 


are mostly large, well kept, attractive, 
and look as if they were prosperous. 
Soda water is an important factor with 
most of them. As the foot travel is 
chiefly on the south side of the street 
where the buildings afford shade from 
the sun, the principal stores, and | 
think all the drug stores, are on this 
side of the street. The druggists of 
Utah seem to be a united body. There 
is not much cutting. Meanness in com- 
peting for trade seems to be reduced to 


aminimum. Salt Lake City has a local 


association, whose dues are a dollar a 
month ($12.00 a year). They meet 
monthly, sometimes with light refresh- 
ments, talk over trade matters, and if 
any brother has transgressed the prin- 
ciples of honorable competition, he is 
gently admonished and harmony is 
restored. In this way a friendly spirit 


is preserved and the best interests of all 
are promoted. Mr. F. A. Druehl in- 
vited about a dozen of the principal 


pharmacists of Salt Lake City to meet . 


me at a luncheon at the Commercial 
Club, where we discussed the possi- 
bility of inducing the A. Ph. A. to meet 
there next year. So earnest were they 
in their desire to have the Association, 
that they sent a delegate, Mr. D. W. 
Irvine, fortified with twenty-three ap- 
plications for membership, and but for 
the fact that a number of the members 
had come prepared to advocate Los 
Angeles, Salt Lake City would have 
been a strong competitor. 

At Chicago I visited the colleges of 
pharmacy and was entertained at 
luncheon by Professor Hallberg of the 
Chicago College, where we were joined 
by Professor Puckner of the same col- 


lege and Dr. H. M. Gordin of the North- 


western University. At St. Louis a 
number of delegates were the guests 
of Dr. Otto A. Wall at his spacious 
and beautiful home, where we were 
shown many precious works of art and 
articles of historical interest. After a 
most delightful afternoon, I was again 
the guest of Dr. and Mrs. Whelpley, 


where a couple of hours were spent in . 


pleasant reminiscences and _ forecast- 
ings, chieflv relating to the great as- 
sociation whose servants we were. 
Hot Springs was reached on Sun- 
day morning, many of the party having 
to be at the council meeting early on 
Monday. Here we found several mem- 
bers resting from the labors of the 
three preceding days. They were the 
Committee on National Formulary, 
who had already accomplished three 
days vigorous work on that book, and 


have much material ready for the final 


revision whenever a new edition shall 
be required. | | 


Hot Springs has some advantages 
as a convention city. It is away from 
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the great centers of trade. ‘There are 
no trade attractions down town to 
draw members away from the business 


of the Association. Being 1,000 feet 


above the sea level, the climate is re- 
freshing. Even when warm, it is sel- 
dom oppressive. The springs are very 
interesting. Almost pure water comes 
out of the earth at temperatures as 
high as 145° F., the average tempera- 
ture of the springs being, I think, about 
140°. Except a small portion of the 
town on one side of the main street, 
the whole town and vicinity is a gov- 
ernment reservation, and a U. S. gov- 
ernment official has control. Hence, 
everything is beautifully kept. The 
steep mountain sides are terraced with 
good roads, which afford charming 
drives and’ walks shaded by the 
abundant foliage of deciduous forest 
trees, only a few pines here and there 
appearing among the abundant oaks, 
sycamores, etc. The geologist’ and 


- botanist can find many things on these 


roadways to delight their hearts. 

The ostrich farm and alligator ponds 
furnished much amusement between 
the sessions, as did also the many 
drives up to the mountain sides and 
the observatory on one of the highest 
points, from which a grand view of 
many miles’ extent was had. 

Hot Springs has a population of 
15,000, has 34 drug stores and over 100 
physicians. About 150,000 people visit 
it every year. 


It has been customary to make a 
small charge to each member of two 
or three dollars for badges and other 
incidental expenses. ‘This. year the 


_ druggists of Hot Springs defrayed all 


those expenses themselves, so that 
everything except hotel bills was ab- 
solutely free to members of the Asso- 
ciation and their friends. It is needless 
to say that this liberality on the part 
of the local druggists was appreciated. 


PHARMACIST 


The opening meeting was not called 
to order until half an hour after the 
time announced, owing to the express 
company having failed to deliver the 
Secretary's trunk, containing papers 
and books needed for the meeting. 
But once started, the business was 
disposed of promptly. 

An incwlent at the first general ses- 
sion on Monday afteinoon not only 
gave pleasure to those present, but 
tended to the general feeling of fra- 
ternalism that pervaded the meetings 
from first to last. After listening to 
the delegates from other bodies, the 
American Medical Association, the 
Navy (by Mr. A. Hammar), the Public 
Health and Marine Hospital Service 
(by Mr. A. M. Roehrig), the N. A. R. 
D. (by Mr. F. M. Apple), and others, 
Miss Mary A. Fein, Secretary of the 
Arkansas Pharmaceutical Association, 
stepped forward, holding in her arms a 
large and beautiful wreath of white 
roses, fifty-srx in number, which she 
presented to the President of the Asso- 
ciation, a rose for each year of its life, 
from the Arkansas Pharmaceutical | 
Association, as expressive of their 
good-will toward the national body, 
and, as she was graciously pleased to 
say, to the President of the A. Ph. A. 
In acknowledging this touching tribute, 
the President referred to their expres- 
sion of altruism in singing the national 
anthem, claiming that the A. Ph..A. 
was altruistic, each member seeking 
the good of all the others, and that the 
rose, as the emblem of love, fittingly 
set for that feeling. He hoped that in 
all of their discussions in which, the 
members being persons capable of in- 
dependent thought, there must be dif- 
ferences of opinion, this feeling of love 
would be so'dominant that only har- 


mony and good-will would be mani- 
fested. 


The number of papers presented was 
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unusually large in all of the sections. 3 


The chairman of the scientific section 
had requested the authors to submit 
abstracts of their papers to be printed 
in the programme, and this was done 
in most cases. This was appreciated 
as a valuable aid to the consideration 
of the papers, and it is to be hoped the 
example will be followed in future 
years by the other sections, as far as 
possible. 

The papers before the Scientific Sec- 
tion, while of a high order, were many 
of them of great value to the average 
pharmacist, and will be serviceable to 
the U..S. P. Committee of Revision. 

In connection with this subject, an 
interesting fact was presented by one 
of the speakers, to the effect that in 
some part of the county a census had 


been taken to find how large a propor- 


tion of drug stores were provided with 
the U. S. P. The result showed that 
only 58% had a copy of the last edition, 
and of these quite a number had been 


received as premiums on quantity 


orders for patent medicines! 


The snap shot artist was not quite 
as much in evidence at this meeting as 
usual, although Mayo of the American 
Druggist and Mason of the Bulletin of 
Pharmacy and Whelpley of the Meyer 
Brothers’ Druggist caught some 
shadows ere they flew for the benefit 
of their many readers. Dr. John B. 
Bond, Sr., the veteran pharmacist of 
Little Rock, Ark., having labored so 
hard for several years to get the Asso- 
ciation to go to Hot Springs, busied 
himself in seeing that the members 
were well cared for. F. Schachleiter, 
chairman of the local committee, ably 
supported by Miss Mary A. Fein, 
looked carefully after the details in the 
arrangements for the meetings and en- 
tertainments, so that everything ran 
smoothly. 


Harry B. Mason read a paper on the 
Sale of Liquors by .Druggists, and at 


its close moved the following preamble 
and resolutions, which were adopted 
by the Section on Education and 
Legislation, and afterwards by the 
Association : 


Whereas, a great tidal wave of temper- 
ance legislation and reform is sweeping 
Over our Own and several foreign lands, 
and nearly half of the entire population of 
the United States, occupying two-thirds of 
the geographical area of the country, has 
already outlawed the saloon in no uncertain 
manner; and | 

Whereas, a small minority of druggists 
are taking illegal and dishonorable advan- 
tage of the situation to do a general busi- 
ness in the sale of liquor, while non-drug- 
gists, seizing upon the opportunity, are em- 
ploying registered men, opening nominal 
drug stores, and really conducting saloons 
under the protecting cloak of .pharmacy; 
and 


Whereas, this condition of things presents 
pharmacy with a grave and threatening 


danger, is already bringing odium and cal- ° 


umny upon the whole profession, and calls 
for prompt and courageous measures if we 
are to save the honor and integrity of the 
calling; therefore be it 


Resolved, by the members of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association, that we 
discountenance the sale of liquor in drug 
stores for other than legitimate medicinal 
purposes; that any pharmacist or pseudo- 
pharmacist who strives to take advantage 
of temperance ‘legislation for personal profit 
is a ‘disgrace to the profession and should 
be ostracized by it; and that as members 
of an upright and conscientious calling we 


should ourselves undertake the discovery 


and punishment of those within our ranks 


‘who bring us all into dishonor. Be it fur- 


ther 


Resolved, that we call upon the city, 
county and state pharmaceutical associa- 
tions throughout the “dry” sections of the 
country to co-operate with the local au- 
thorities, prove the intention of the drug 
trade to respect the law, show its determi- 
nation to tolerate no liquor evils, and as- 


sist in exposing and penalizing those drug- 


gists who abuse their privileges and who 
thus drag the name of Pharmacy into the 
mire of infamy and degradation.

THE MEETING OF THE N. A. R. D. 
The tenth annual meeting just con- 


cluded at Atlantic City did not accom- 
plish much in determining the future 
policy of the Association. ‘The re- 
organization which some had_ been 
looking for was postponed for a year, 
a committee being appointed to formu- 
late plans and submit them to the next 
annual meeting. But as the proposi- 
tion to publish the “Greater Notes” 
was carried with great unanimity, it is 
fair to infer that we may soon learn 
from that source what work the Asso- 
ciation will immediately take up. 
Nothing seems to have been done to 
check the diminution in income, or to 
hold the doubtful State and local asso- 
ciations in line. It will be a costly 
course of action if the executive com- 
mittee does not do something before 
the next annual meeting to enlist the 
sympathies and active co-operation of 
the druggists of the country. Just now 
the feeling of uncertainty as to the fu- 
ture of the N. A. R. D. is hurting it, 
and nothing will do more to re-estab- 
lish confidence in its perpetuity than an 
active course of some kind. Last year 
California contributed about $700.00 
towards its support. This amount is 
not one-fourth of what it should have 
been. We believe that California drug- 
gists can be induced to support the 
Association as they ought to, if they 
can be shown that it is to their interest 
to do so. | 

It is a mistake for druggists to dis- — 
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continue their support of an organiza- 
tion which is their own and for their 
own good, immediately they see a tem- 
porary suspension of activity. All or- 
canizations are liable to have their 
work interfered with temporarily by 
adverse conditions. If the liquor men 
had been as weak in supporting their 
trade organizations as the druggists 
have been in sustaining the N. A. R. D. 
there would not have been a saloon in 
California by this time, for the tem- 
perance people are aggressive and fight 
all the time.

CALIFORNIA’S PHARMACY AND 
DRUG LAWS 
Headquarters Legislative Committee, Cali- 
fornia Pharmaceutical Association. 
Oakland, Cal., Sept. 15, 1908. 
Dear Sir: At a meeting of the California 
Pharmaceutical Association, held in this 
city May 19th, 20th, and 21st, resolutions 
instructing the Legislative Committee to 
use their best endeavors to have the laws 
amended, were adopted, as follows: 
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1. Amending the Poison Law, so as to 
prohibit the sale of carbolic acid in quan- 
tities of less than 1 pound, unless upon the 
prescription of a physician, dentist, or vet- 
erinary surgeon; except solutions of car- 
bolic acid containing not over 5 per cent of 
the acid and not less than 10 per cent of 
grain alcohol. 

2. Amending the act regulating the sale 
of poisons so as to restrict the refilling of 
prescriptions for morphine, cocaine, heroin, 
codeine, and opium. | | 1 

3. Amending section 8 of the act regulat- 
ing the sale of poisons so as to permit the 
sale of such preparations as do not depend 
for their main effect on the narcotic drugs, 
as enumerated in said section 8, or where 
the quantity of such drugs: contained in a 
preparation is not sufficient to cause the 
habitual use of such preparations; or where 
such preparations cannot be used internally; 
and that preparations containing not more 
than two grains of opium to the ounce, or 
its equivalent in alkaloidal salts, be allowed 
to be sold. | 

4. That tablets and other preparations 
containing medicinal doses of strychnine 
and alkaloids of a poisonous nature other 
than the habit-forming drugs, may be sold 
without a poison label. 

5. That the enforcement of the Pure 
Drugs Law be placed in the hands of the 
Board of Pharmacy. 

6. That the Pure Drugs Law be so 
amended as to make it clear, intelligible, 
and not contradictory. | 

7. That the Committee seek to obtain 
from the State a proper proportion of the 
funds that may be given for the enforce- 
ment of the Pure Drugs Law. : 

8. That the Pure Drugs Law be so 
amended as to provide that no drug de- 
fined in the U. S. P. or N. F., and con- 
forming to the standards of _ strength, 
quality, or purity, shall be deemed mis- 
labeled or misbranded if it be labeled with 
the title designated by the U. S. P. or N. F. 

In accordance with the above resolutions, 
a special meeting of the Trustees of the 
California Pharmaceutical Association was 
held in this city during July, at which meet- 
ing the following named were selected as 
members of the Legislative Committee:

As the work of the Committee will entail 
considerable expense (attorneys’ fees, post- 
age, stationery, traveling expenses, etc.), 
the Association, at its annual meeting, voted 
that each member of the Association be 
assessed $2 toward paying the expenses of 
the Committee. 


Inasmuch as the membership of our As- 
sociation is limited, the assessment of $2 
per member will not be sufficient to meet 
the estimated expenses of the Committee; 
and, as one who is vitally interested in the 
proposed legislation, you are asked to sub- 
scribe to the fund that is being raised for 
that purpose. 


The Committee does not wish to incur 
any expense until the necessary funds are 
in sight to pay the same. Enclosed here- 
with find return postcard, which the Com- 
mittee would ask that you fill out and re- 
turn at your earliest convenience; subscrip- 
tions payable by December 15, 1908. 


As soon as the necessary laws are prop- - 


erly drawn up by our attorney, a synopsis

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LAUE’S PREPARATORY SCHOOL OF 
PHARMACY 


We learn from the Pacific Drug Re- 
view that Mr. John M. A. Laue of 
Portland has opened a school, the main 
object of which “will be to prepare and 


enable students to answer questions be- 


fore the Board of Pharmacy.” While 
we are fully assured that Mr. Laue is 
competent to do this work, and are con- 
vinced that he has undertaken it from 
philanthropic motives, his idea being 
to help the young men, we question the 
wisdom of an undertaking with the 
object in view here set forth. The 
average man who studies for.the sake 
of passing a State Board examination 
is satisfied if he accomplishes that end. 
As it is the duty, and certainly the 
practice, of State Boards of Pharmacy 
to give a license to any candidate who 
shows that he has the ability to meet 
their minimum requirements, studies 
to meet this lowest legal standard aim 
too low and the net result is below 
mediocrity. It is the fight of the 
writer’s life to keep students from 


studying for examinations. He aims to 


induce them to study for the sake of 
knowledge and to carry these studies 
so far that they are no more afraid of 
State Board examinations than a man 
fears to walk on ice that an elephant 


has just passed over. But as any well 


directed study is better than none, the 
young men who place themselves un- 
der Mr. Laue’s instruction will get 
help. It will do them good in teaching 


them how to study, and it is to be 


hoped that some of them at least, hav- 
ing once made a beginning, will con- 
tinue to be students for years after 
they have “got through” the State 
Board.

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Soda Water Department 


The Help; Rules and System 
py A. 


The help question is one of the most 
difficult problems in all lines of busi- 
ness, and in none more so than in the 
soda water trade, as there are so few 
that thoroughly understand it from a 
practical and money-making point of 
view. Get one man who knows his 
business, that is, from the ground up. 
His salary should not be the chief 
consideration. Have him break in or 
teach his help from the beginning, so 
that they will all do as he does. In 
that way everything will be made and 
served the same, which is important 
for the success of the fountain. If any 
egg drink or other fancy draught is not 
made exactly alike every time, it will 
tend to drive away customers. Give 
your soda manager entire charge, and 
let him lay out a system for your ap- 
‘proval. The fountain department 
should be ready for business when 
the store opens in the morning, and 
at least one man should be at all times 
behind the counter ready to serve cus- 
tomers. Nothing creates a worse im- 
pression or is so annoying to a cus- 
tomer when he comes in to be served 
as to find nobody to wait on him. The 
majority of customers are in a hurry, 
and you will surely lose their custom if 
they are neglected. I had this experi- 
ence some time ago with three friends. 
We visited a prominent down town 
fountain in the evening just after the 
theatre. [They had a very fine fountain, 
about twenty feet of counter, and I 
should judge there were eighteen or 
twenty people lined up waiting to be 
served when we came in. ‘There was 
no one behind the counter, and after 
waiting a couple of minutes I turned 
around and asked one of the: drug 


clerks where the dispenser was. He 
said, “Oh, he will be here soon; he is 
upstairs making sandwiches.” By the 
time he arrived I saw seven customers 
eo out and take a car in preference to 
waiting. How long do you think that 
kind of service will keep your fountain 
soing?. I notice that since that time 
that establishment has changed their 
help several times, and they will keep 
on doing so. Their system is all 
wrong. Whoever was at the head of 
that department ought to have seen 
that at no time the fountain was left 
alone, even if he has to call on one of 
the drug clerks or the proprietor him- 
self. It is no disgrace to serve a per- 
son. In fact, the customer will ap- 
preciate it. If you are situated so that 
you get theatre rushes, you should 
have your stock ready early, even if 
you occasionally ‘prepare too much. 
Any good man can soon average his 
stock after a little practice. The head 
of the department should see that the 
stock and supplies are ample to cover 
at least one week’s business, except the 
perishable things, such as sweet cream, 
ice cream, cakes, etc. He should see 
that the carbonator is in good work- 
ing order at all times, and all breaks 
and leaks immediately attended to. 
He should be on duty during the 
busiest portion of the time that the 
store is opened, that is from Io or II 
a. m. till closing. It is his business to 
see that all customers are waited on 
properly, that all beverages are dis- 
pensed correctly and made alike, ac- 
cording to the system adopted by him. 
For the rest of his help I prefer to 
break in green boys. A good dispenser 


will find this easy and advantageous. 


Having secured his help, let the head

dispenser make him rules and be strict 


in enforcing them, seeing that every- 


body is on time and that he takes care 
of his assigned part. 


Rules for Conducting a First-Class Soda 
Fountain 


Have a place for everything, and see 
that everything is kept in its place, for 
time is precious when you are busy. 
All help behind the soda _ counter 
should wear white coats and aprons. 
Under no excuse should any one dis- 
pense or even be behind the serving 
counter in shirt sleeves, or much less 
in shirt waists. The morning watch 
should wear their linen of the after- 
noon preceding, and as soon as the 
fountain is dressed should put on 
clean linen. Under no_ conditions 
should gum chewing or other vulgar 
habits be tolerated while on duty. All 
wrangling and loud talking should be 
avoided, and especially remarks about 
customers in their presence. Under all 
conditions customers should be treated 
with courtesy. Visiting ought not to 
be allowed during business hours. 
There is no time when help cannot be 
doing something while on duty. If 
there are no customers, glasses can be 
polished, marbles wiped off (clean mar- 
ble is the best fly preventive). ‘There 
are a dozen and one things to be done. 
Besides, customers do not like to come 
to a place where there are loafers sit- 
ting around, and soiled glasses, etc., on 


the counter or drain: It takes no extra 


time to do away with all of these 
troubles, and their absence is the best 
ad. a fountain can have. The best and 
most convenient time for cleaning and 
polishing the drain board and _ sink 
wells is at. night just before closing, 
having plenty of hot water to scald all 
the metal work well. Polish and dry 
with clean cloths, and your drains will 
always look like new, and there never 
will be any sour or other odors about 
the fountain. This should be the duty 
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of the one on the night watch. Then 
in the morning the early ones can 
begin from the top counter marbles up. 
[It is surprising how much easier and 
quicker the fountain can be put in 
order than if everything is left soiled 
over night. Under no conditions allow 
any of the help to leave soiled glasses 
or silverware over night. Another good 
rule is, do not allow any em-. 
ployes or others. behind the soda 
counter to help themselves to drinks. 
Have them ask the dispensers the | 
same aS a customer, and make 
them drink at the counter or in the 
back of the store. It will soon be no- 
ticeable that you have some system in 
your place and this will be commented 
on with approval, which all counts. 
Have your help learn your regular cus- 
tomers’ wants as much as _ possible. 


Especially the particular and cranky 


ones. [he latter class, if suited, make 
the best boosters for the fountain. Dis- 
pensers should impress on the minds 
of the customers the absolute purity of 
the products used, that all stock is 
made by the latest up-to-date methods, 
that all fruits are put up and preserved 
under the most approved sanitary sys- 


tem from fresh, ripe fruit, and if in your 


own laboratory, make that fact known, 
of which I will speak in my next article. 
A tew words about the cleansing of 
elassware, china and silver. All glasses 
should be washed and rinsed in cold 
water, not in hot water. The reason 
is that hot water will make the glasses 
look greasy, and they cannot be pol- 
ished. All glasses that have been soiled 
with ice cream, eggs or other greasy 
substances can be cleansed easily by 
using an ordinary round glass brush 
of pretty stiff texture, then rinsing in 
cold water, drained for a while and 
polished with a clean linen towel to be 
used for that purpose only. There 
should be no water in the sink wells. 
Every glass should be washed and 
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rinsed in running water, and the cus-. 


tomers should be made acquainted with 
that fact, so that they will know that 
your glasses are cleaned in absolutely 
pure water. Glasses that have been 
used for all drinks and beverages that 
are not made with milk, cream, etc., 
can be cleansed by simply rinsing with 
running water, draining and polishing. 
No soiled glasses should be allowed to 
stand on the drains, but placed on the 
counter directly in front of the sink 
well used for that purpose, and should 
be washed immediately after the cus- 
tomer has left the counter, and not 
allowed to accumulate till a dozen or 
more are soiled, for once the cream 
hardens on the glass it is troublesome 
to remove, besides being attractive for 
flies, not saying anything about being 
unsightly. Glasses should be segre- 
gated into their respective classes on 
the drain board. The goblets and other 
finer glasses should be placed on the 
back of the drain so as to lessen the 
chance for breakage, and they should 
also be the ones to be polished and put 
away in their proper places for the 
same reason. By following the above 


method you will find that you will ma- 


terially: decrease each season; besides, 
you will not need so many glasses on 
the back bar. The less the, number the 
less the breakage. The spoons should 


be rinsed with cold water, then with 


boiling water and wiped perfectly dry 
while warm. It is economical in buy- 


ing silver spoons to get the heaviest 


plated wear, as the use and service that 
an ice cream spoon has to go through 
is more than in a cafe or restaurant. 


Usually the cafe and hotel people get 


their silver made to order, extra heavy 
plated for that reason. Chinaware 
should be cleansed and rinsed in hot 


water, wiped dry while warm and im- 
mediately put where it belongs. For. 


convenience, looks and to prevent 
hreakage, china cups can be displayed 
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hanging on small hooks or hangers 
placed conveniently on the back bar on 
racks and shelves. There is nothing 
that looks so well and appetizing as 
clean, well-kept china. For the floor 
space between the back bar and the 
counter, the best covering is a plain 
piece of linoleum, which can easily be 
kept clean and dry; besides it has just 
enough elasticity to protect the feet. 
Tiling should never be used except 
when covered as above. The waste 
receptacles should be at the right of the 
sink wells, and should be emptied often 
and scalded with boiling water every 
day. No waste of any kind whatsoever 
should be thrown into the sink wells, 
not,even waste cracked ice, as the sharp 
edges of the ice will soon put holes in © 
the bottom of the sink except they are 
protected with a perforated false bot- 


tom mentioned in a former article. The 


proper way of keeping the ice cream 
dishes is to drain the dipper end over 
a shallow vessel, and not have them im- 
mersed in cold water, because if the 
dishes are kept in water there is always 
some of the water dropping into the 
cream, and the next order of cream 
will have a little frozen ice in it from 
the dripping of the dipper. Separate 
dippers should be used for the different 
flavored creams and ices. A large and 
heavy ice cream spoon should always 
be at hand. It will be found to be very 
convenient to keep the ice cream and 
ices down the sides of the freezers so 


as to be level, as it will spoil cream 


to dig it out of the center and not the 
sides. To get the best results the 
cream should be dipped from the outer 
edge towards the center and not from 
the center to the outer edge. In serv- 
ing a drink to a customer, care should 
be taken not to let it spill over the 
sides of the glass or cup,-or to let the 
handle be turned away from the cus- 
tomer. It should be lifted straight up 
from the counter with handle or holder 
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and spoon directly opposite, the hand 
pointing toward the customer, and set 
very gently down in front of the person 


to be served. Of course, it is to be- 


understood that it must be done 
quickly and in a manner to _ indi- 
cate to the person that it is pleasant 
to serve them. It pleases a customer 
to ask him if his drink suits him; if it 
is too sweet or not sweet enough, etc. 
Taking it all together, the customers 
must be treated with the utmost con- 
sideration. Try to make them,feel as 
if their presence was a pleasure and 
look after comfort, not allowing the 
least little detail to be overlooked, and 
you can rest assured that there will 
always be an increase of patronage at 
your fountain. 


GRAPE JUICE AT THE FOUNTAIN 
No other article in use at the soda foun- 
tain is growing so rapidly in favor with the 
soda-drinking public as grape juice, in some 
of the many forms in which it may be 
servéd profitably. There are many reasons 
why this is so. The greatest one is the fact 
that in grape juice we have an article which, 
while containing all the beneficial properties 
of wine, is free from injurious ones and can 
therefore be freely taken without tear of 
harmful effects. What is more, it is a food 
and one of the greatest blood-building 
agents known to medical science and there- 
fore an article that we need not fear to 
recommend. | 

Grape juice, like milk, contains many of 
the elements that go to make the solids of 
the body. It may be drunk without fear, 
and can be used day after day and year 
after year without injury to the system in 
any way, and not alone without injury, but 
with positive benefit in many ways. Taking 
all these facts into careful consideration, 
it seems to me that it is a question of policy 
for every druggist to push the sale of grape 
juice in some form at his fountain. 

When unfermented grape juice is served 
pure, a two-ounce glass should bring five 
cents and a four or five ounce glass ten 
cents. | 

While I do not favor the dilution of any 
product, still there are times when it is a 
necessity, because there is a demand for a 


good sized glass for five cents. To pre- 
pare grape juice for this purpose, add a 
pint of water to a pint of grape juice. This 
makes a pleasant beverage. A small quan- 
tity of sugar or grape syrup may be used 
if a sweet drink is desired. Even if the 
juice thus produced looks light, coloring 
water should never be employed. Thus di- 
luted a ten-cent glass may be served for 
five cents at a small profit. . 

Grape juices, like everything else, are to 
be had in a variety of qualities. Only the 
best will stand dilution. 

To be really good and palatable, grape 
juice should be ice cold. During the sum- 
mer months, a little fine crushed ice should 
be added. At all other times the bottle 
should be found in an ice chest. | 

Not alone is grape juice a useful article 
when served by itself, but owing to its de- 
lightful flavor when used with other syrups 
it is one of the most useful articles we have 
for the preparation of fancy drinks, giving 
them a deliciousness that is unequalled and 
imparting a richness that nothing else can. 

To aid you in the preparation of fancy 
drinks, and thinking perhaps that some of 
the combinations presented may suggest to 
you still other mixtures, I am going at this 
time to present for your benefit a few of the 
many formulas in which grape juice is a 
potent factor. 

Grape Juice and Soda 

There is a demand for grape juice just 
served with many of the carbonated waters. 
To do this, fill the glass half full of the 
desired water and pour in the grape juice 
last. Mix with a spoon or by pouring. 

Grape Juice and Milk 

This is an infrequent order, and is pre- 
pared the same as directed for mineral 
waters. | | 

Grape Phosphate Syrup 

My formula for making a grape syrup for 
a phosphate, while it may be a little more 
expensive than some others, will be found 
without equal. Dissolve one pound of 
sugar in a quart of grape juice and add one 
ounce of solution of citric acid, and two 
quarts of simple syrup. 

Grape Syrup 

This is a little cheaper formula, and is 
a good one where it is necessary to have 
the best obtainable. To one quart of grape 
juice add one ounce of solution of citric acid 
(if desired an ounce of gum foam may be 
added), and three quarts of simple syrup. 

To serve as a phosphate, use one to one 
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strain into a clean glass. 
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and a half ounces of syrup to an eight- 
ounce mineral glass. 
A Ten-Cent Grape Phosphate 
Draw one ounce of grape syrup in an 
eight-ounce glass, add a couple of ounces of 
pure grape juice, a few dashes of phosphate 
and fill with soda. This is a delicious drink 
and one that takes with the better class of 
trade. 
. Grape Glace 
Into a twelve-ounce bell-shaped or other 
fancy glass, draw one to one and a half 
ounces grape syrup, add one and a half 
ounces of pure grape juice and a few dashes 
of lemon juice. Fill glass two-thirds full 
of fine shaved ice, then fill up with car- 
bonated water; mix and decorate with slices 
of fruit, etc., serve with straws. 


Grape Frappe 

This is one of my favorite drinks; one 
for which I charge fifteen cents. A fine one 
for those who appreciate a fine drink. 

Into a twelve-ounce glass pour one ounce 
of grape syrup, and one-half ounce of van- 
illa syrup, break in the white of an egg 
and add an ounce of pure grape juice and 
one of heavy whipping cream and a small 
quantity of fine shaved ice. Shake thor- 
oughly and then with the fine stream fill 
the shaker as rapidly as possible until it 
contains a little ‘more than enough to fill 
the glass. Pour from shaker to glass and 
from the glass back to shaker, and then 
Serve with a 
spoon, maybe topped with a cherry or a 
small teaspoonful of whipped cream or ice 
cream. Some like a little spice, but as a 
rule I serve them plain. 


Grape Float 
Make a plain soda lemonade, but fill the 
glass only to within an inch of the top; 
then pour half an inch of grape juice care- 
fully on top where it will float. You may 
have to practice this a few times before 
you are successful. 


Grape Flip Syrup 
_ Mix one pint of grape juice with two 
pints of simple syrup and then add the 
whites of four eggs, thoroughly beaten. 
Serve one and a half ounces to a glass, 
with or without sweet cream. 


St. Louis, 1904 
Fill a twelve-ounce glass half full of fine 
Shaved ice; pour in one ounce pineapple 
Syrup; one ounce of grape juice and three 
dashes of lime juice, then fill with car- 
bonated water. Mix, decorate and serve. 
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Grape Punch No. 1 
Draw an ounce and a half of lemon syrup 
into glass; add a scrap of orange water ice, 
and one ounce of grape juice. Fill with 
soda and serve with a spoon. 


Grape Punch No. 2 
Draw one ounce of orange syrup in an 
eight-ounce glass, add the juice of half a 
very small lemon, half an ounce of pure 
grape juice and a little ice and fill with soda. 


Grape Mintine 
Fill glass two-thirds full fine ice; break 
in a few sprigs of fresh mint and add an 
ounce of mint syrup; half an ounce of grape 
juice and a dash of lemon juice, fill with 
soda and decorate with a slice of lemon. 


Grape Royal 
Fill a twelve-ounce glass two-thirds full 


_ of fine ice and add one ounce or more of 


mintine syrup and one ounce of grape 
juice; fill with soda and decorate with a 
sprig of fresh mint and a little fruit if de- 
sired. | 
Mintine Syrup 

Steep three small bunches of fresh green 
mint in half a gallon of simple syrup, then 
allow to cool; strain and add half a gallon 
of simple syrup and one ounce of citric 
acid solution. Color a very light green, 
using only the purest candy coloring. 

Grape Lemonade No. 1 

Fill glass two-thirds full of fine ice; 
squeeze in juice of a lemon and add one to. 
two ounces of grape. syrup; fill with soda, 
mix and serve. 


Grape Lemonade No. 2 
Fill glass two-thirds full of fine ice; add 
the juice of a lemon and one ounce pure 
erape juice; sweeten with simple syrup to 
suit taste. Fill with soda and serve. If 
desired, plain water may be used. 


Grape Egg Phosphate 


Draw one to two ounces of. grape syrup 
in a twelve-ounce glass and add a few 
dashes of phosphate; into this break the 
egg, throw in a little ice and shake, then 
fill'with soda and strain same as in all egg 
drinks. 

Grape Egg Nog 

Into twelve-ounce glass draw one or two 
ounces of don’t care (or other syrup), 
break in your egg and add one ounce of | 
pure grape juice and a little ice; fill with 
milk and shake thoroughly, then strain .into 


clean glass. Can be made with soda in 


place of milk if desired. 
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Grape Ice 

Fill an ice cream cone full of fine shaved 
ice and turn out in a sundae cup and cover 
with grape juice or heavy grape syrup. 

Grape Sherbet No. 1 

Fill a ten-ounce glass half full of fine ice; 
add one to two ounces of sherbet syrup 
and one of grape juice, then fill with soda; 
decorate and serve. 


Grape Sherbet No. 2. (Extra Fine.) 

Fill a ten-ounce glass half full of fine 
ice; add one ounce of grape juice and one 
ounce orange juice (or juice of half a fresh 
orange); five teaspoonfuls of powdered 
sugar; fill with soda; mix and serve, using 
a little fruit for decoration. 


Queen’s Favorite 
Fill glass two-thirds full of fine ice; add 
one ounce of grape juice; one ounce of 
orange syrup; two dashes of lemon juice 
and a dash of jamaica ginger; fill with soda 
and decorate with a slice of pineapple and 
a cherry. 


Grape Cocktail 
Draw one ounce of catawba syrup in a 
twelve-ounce glass, add three ounces of 
grape juice and fill half full of fine ice; add 
a little soda and strain into a champagne 
glass containing two cherries. 


Grape Sangaree 
Fill ten-ounce straightsided glass half full 
of fine ice; add one ounce of grape syrup; 
one-half ounce of grape juice.and one-fourth 
ounce of sherry; fill with soda, add slices 


of lemon and orange and serve with straws.

Violade 
water. . fl.oz. 8 


Stir with a spoon, pour into another glass 
half filled with shaved ice, add two slices 
each of lemon and orange, and serve with 
straws. | 


Wild Cherry Syrup 


Oil of bitter almonds....... drops 12 
Red cherry juice......... 
Syrup of wild cherry........ fl.oz. 4 
Diluted phosphoric acid.....:fl.dr. 4 


Dissolve the oil in the alcohol and add the 
other ingredients. 
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The syrup of wild cherry should be 
of the U. S. P. strength, but the menstruum 
should be water instead of a mixture of 


glycerin and water to avoid extracting an 
undue amount of tannin from the bark.

The 
Federal Pure Food and Drugs Law ham- 
pers interstate trade, and State Pure Drugs 
Laws, Pharmacy Laws and Poison Laws 
are like sO many spring-guns set to 
get poachers in the old country. You may 
trip against one of them unsuspectingly at 
any time and get hurt, and these poachers 
on the Pharmacy Preserves are finding out 
their danger. Then there is not so much 
money in it as they thought, for all drug- 
gists cut more or less, and, on the whole, 
the business does not pay.

Knockout Drops for Mosquitoes 


H. C. Bradford of Tennessee gives this 
formular for ridding the house of mos- 
quitoes: 

Powdered charcoal, 16 ounces. 

Powdered saltpeter, 2 ounces. 

Insect powder, 8 ounces. 

Phenol, 1% ounces. 

Mix the powders well. Dissolve the salt- 
peter in a small quantity of water, mix it 
with the phenol, and -sprinkle the whole 
evenly over the mixed powders. The 
preparation is then formed into a stiff paste 
by means of mucilage of  tragacanth. 
Divide the mass into small cones, each 
weighing about a drachm, and dry them 
thoroughly.
